Thus I cannot help 
but write up the whole season’s acre each year, though it goes a month or 
so beyond the strictly prescribed limit—the 30 March, It would be highly 
inconvenient to describe part of a particular work, like the excavation at 
Parjapur, in one report, and a continuation of the same, a whole twelve months 
afterwards, in the next, The work of the commencement of the official year 
under report, that is, the end of the last touring season, has, therefore, been 
reported in my last, namely, the visits made to Junnar and Bijapur. 
14 de 5. In October I accompanied His Excellency the 
Sagi Governor over the old buildings and ruins of Bijapur, 
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6. Inthe same month I attended the opening of the Ajmer Museum at 
the invitation of the Agent to the Governor-General 
for Rajputana, being a member, in my official capacity, 
of the advisory and working committees of the same. '

Public Works Department official, for repairs and conservation, 


11, Works under repair at Ahmadabad were also inspected, especially a 

me 5 heavy one in connection with the old palace at Sarkhej, 

Panch Mahbsis which I was able to reduce considerably. Fresh 

| it remains, not previously visited, at Bhavka, Lilvadev, 

Ratanpur and Richyé were examined. Descriptions of these will be found in 
Part II of this report, 

12, I may mention the great inconvenience we were put to by the Railway 
Companies in the delay in carrying our tents and kit to Dohad in the Panch 
Mahals, The things were handed over to the G.I, P, Railway in Poona on 
the Ist December and only arrived at Dohad on the 20th idem, that is, they 
travelled at the average rate of about one mile per hour, half the speed of a 
bullock cart! Wehad to leave before they turned up, and to request the 
Station Master to re-direct them to Hyderabad, Sind, our next camp after the 
Christmas holidays, To take such things by -passenger train would soon run 
away with our slender contingent allowance, ; 


13. Immediately after the Christmas holidays Major Prideaux, Political 
Agent, Bahrein, arrived with a number of cases full 
: iz of pottery, etc., which he had excavated in that 
island in the Persian Gulf. Mr. Marshall had asked me to receive them inte 
the Poona Museum and to help him in setting them up. This prevented me 
from starting for Sind until the 10th January, An article on his excavations 
at this place is to appear in the Archeological Survey Annual, - - 


14, In Sind our pao hi | ay at Brahmanabad. Further excavation 
Brah | here ha n included in the programmes of several 
nde , previous Progress Reports, but had to be abandoned 
owing to more pressing work elsewhere, My main object in visiting the place 
again was to try and ascertain, once for all, whether the site was of sufficient 
interest to warrant Government in stopping the constant removal of fertilizi 
earth from. the spot My villagers, and to conserve the place for more detaile 
excavation in future. The results of my investigations here are recorded in the 
second part of this report,

| 15. At Hyderabad I met the Director-General 
Hyderabad Sind. of Archeology, and went over the Kalhora and Talpar 
tombs there with him, 


16, Having had a note from Mr, Mackenzie, Deputy Commissioner of Thar 
Mirpur Khas. and Parkar, calling my attention to the brick mounds 
at Mirpur Khas, I visited that place ‘on my return 


from Brahmanabad ; and, although the site is absolutely ruinous, I was gratified 
to find that, unlike Brahmanabad, it marked the location of a =e surrounded 
by Buddhist monasteries—a purely religious site, I am including a further 
visit to this place in my programme for next season, to excavate and carry out 
further exploration on the site. 


i7. On my way back to Poona I attended a meeting of the working 


ieee Committee of the Rajputana Museum at Aymer, 
ahaa or and inspected the work being carried out at Mount 
Abu. 

18, As my next camp was to be at Aihole, I had to allow time for my 
Elephanta. tents and kit to come down from Sind, partiy by sea 
Vengurla, and partly by rail. This interval, between the 13th 
sot March and the 14th April, was divided between work 


at Head-quarters ; visits to Elephanta, where my advice was sought respecting 
the work of rebuilding pillars in the cave; a visit to Vengurla to report to 
Government on the old Dutch Factory there; and four days at Bijapur, to 
consult with the Executive Engineer about fresh difficulties that had arisen 
rvs oe work proposed on the two buildings, the Ibrahim Rauza and the 
Asar Mahal. 


19. Aihole was eventually reached on the 14th of April, where the rest of 
the month was spent revelling amongst the grand old 
remains of the 5th, 6th and 7th centuries at that 
place, A short description is given in Part II of this report,

20, The commencement of the official year found us at Kumalgadh in 
Mewar.* The month preceding it, .e., March 1908, had 
been spent in Godvad in the Jodhpur State. The most 
convenient route to this fort was the one through Godvad ; and, as, at the end of 
March, I was in that part of the province which was nearest to Kumalgadh, 
I seized.that opportunity of visiting the fort. A description of the various 
antiquarian monuments thereon will be found in Part II of this report.

21, Our tour in Godvad was afterwards resumed, and we visited Nadol.and 
Nadlai, two of the Jaina paacha-tirthas in Marwar. 


Nadlal. Nadol, again, was the capital of the earlier Marwar 
reek This brought our touring season of 1908 to 
an end,. 


22, The next touring season began with a visit to the museum of the Bombay 
Asiatic Society, where some sculptures, interesting 


omc he from the iconographic point of view, were photographed. 


23. We thereafter resumed our unfinished work in Godvad. We commenced 
ae with Barkana. This terminated our visit to the 
fore pancha-tirthas of Marwar. The latter are Ranpur, 
Ghanerav, Nadol, Nadlaiand Barkana. They are all in the province of Godvad. 
Of these, Ranpur and Ghanerav were visited last official year. From Barkana 
some of the surrounding villages such as Bijva, Khimel, and so forth, were also 
visited. 3 
94. In the last week of November I was at Ajmer, where I took the oppor- 
tunity to inspect the sculptures and inscription stones 
gathered in the museum, the credit for which is all due 
to Pandit Gaurishankar Ojha, Two of the former, which are interesting, were 
photographed. Most of the latter are from the Tawarikh Mehkma, Jodhpur, 
Impressions of these inscriptions were taken two years ago, when I first saw 
Jodhpur. Only those, therefore, that were new were copied. Of these new ones, 
one is paket interesting, The contents thereof will be noticed further in 
Part II. 


25. From Ajmer I went to Auwa in the Sojat District, Jodhpur State. 
Intimation that it contained an old temple had been 
received last year, but then the season was too far 
advanced and Auwa itself was too far removed from where I was working to 
enable me to go there, After the end of that season, Munshi Devi Prasad of 
Jodhpur was able to see this place and to assure me that the information I had 
received was correct. I, therefore, went to Auwa, where I photographed the

temple, which is a 9th century edifice, and took impressions of the inscriptions —

96. From Auwa I again resumed my work in Godvad about the beginning 
| of December. I was to visit Sanderav, but Jawalesvar 
on was in the way and had become a place of great 
interest by the excavation work carried on by a treasure-seeker there during 
the previous year. I, therefore, halted there, and then 
Perera proceeded to Sanderav, where the Jaina temple and 
da a Chhatri were photographed and inscriptions copied, 
About the end of December I saw Bisalpur and the surrounding villages, but 
nothing of importance was found. At the beginning of January I proceeded to 
Korta where old Jaina temples were reported as existing. After doing the 
necessary work, I visited Bamnera and Paladi from 
here, At the former place three new copper-plate 

inscriptions came to light. 
27. This completed our work in the province of Godvad. After leaving 
Korta I was, according to my previous plan, to visit Ramsen, Ratanpura and 
Chitrodi of the Jaswantpura District, but as I was to meet the Director-General

with difficult problems as. they arise. I need hardly say that Mr. Jardine himself 
still interests himself with unabated zeal in the work, and is really the moving 
spirit. His Highness the Maharija is as interested as ever in all that is being 
‘one, and does all he-ean to facilitate matters, Mr. Marshall, Director-Gener 
of Archeology, visited Khajraha early in the year, and was satistied with all he 
saw. The open air Museum, containing all the hundreds of loose sculptures 
gathered together there, has been completed. When all the work is accom- 
plished, Khajraha will be a good example of careful and intelligent conservation 
and preservation, 


44. The Government of India have sanctioned a grant-in-aid towards these 
works for the year 1909-1910 of Rs. 8,000.

XI.—EPIGRAPHY, | 
64, The following is Mr, Bhandarkar’s summary of the year’s epigraphical 


work as carried out in the Circle :—This season sixty-nine inscriptions were 
copied in the usual course of the annual survey tour; but, in addition to these, 
estampages were prepared in duplicate of the Asoka edicts at Junagadh, 
under the instructions of the Bombay Government, General Department, 
communicated in their letter No. 5086 of 12th August 1908, and were despatch- 
ed to the Director-General of Archzology to be forwarded to Professor 
KE. Hultzsch who has undertaken the work of revising the Corpus Inseriptionum 
Indicarum, Volume I. Estampages of the Saiichi and Rupnath edicts, which 
had been made some years ago, and were lying in our office, were also sent to the 
Director-General. 

65. Of the sixty-nine inscriptions copied, ten are eopper-plate grants and 
the rest are incised on stone, Of the last, seventeen are from Aihole in the 
Bijapur District and the remaining from ajputana. Of the stone inscriptions 
in Rajputana, that from Samoli, now deposited in the Ajmer Museun), is the 
most important, It is dated V.S. 703 (A.D. 646), and refers itself to the 
reign of Siladitya, one of the earliest Guhila’ princes of Mewar. Two more 
inscriptions from the same Museum deserve a passing notice. They are from 
Arthtina, and pertain to that Paramara dynasty, a record of which is noticed 
in the Indian Antiquary, Volume XXII, p. 80. Of the inscriptions in Marwar, 
those that are worthy of note are :—(1) an inscription discovered in a temple at 
Auwa with the date V. S. 1182 jor an early Sonigara Jindrapala, son of ‘Anahila; 
(2) an epigraph in the topkhanda at Jalor, dated V. S. 1274, describing an alto- 
gether new Paramira line ; and (3) another inseri ption at the same place, furnishing 
the date V, S, 1239 for the Sonigara Samarasimha. This is, in fact, the first 
inscription found of that king, Of the copper-plate charters, that from Kahdal 
is the most interesting. It does not register a grant, as almost all other 
copper-plates do, but sets forth rules and regulations regarding fiscal, civil 
and criminal procedure issued by Vishnushena at the request of the bania . 
class. Near the end of the inscription are the sign-manual of Vishnushena 
and the date V. S. 659 (A. D, 602), followed by the sign-manual of his 
overlord Samantavanti and his date K. 8. 357 (A. D. 606), 


66. Mr, R. C, Brown, I. 0,8., Collector of the Panch Mahils, was good 
enough to send to our office tracings of two inscriptions from Lilyadey. Both of 
them are of the 14th century; yet they are not uninteresting in their own way. 
Major H. D, Merewether, Political Agent of the Mahi-Kantha Ageney, was 
also kind enough to send us two copper-plates found in the bungalow of the 
late Chief of Kakdal, The inscription thereon has been noticed above. 


XIlL—NUMISMATICS, 


67. With reference to the preparation of a catalogue of coins inthe Poona 
Coin Catalogue. Museum, attached to my office, I regret to say that

Treasure Trove. 


69. The following report has been received from the Honorary Secretary, 
Bombay Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society, with reference to the distribution 
of Treasure Trove by the Government of Bombay during the year ending 
June 1909 :— 

“The number of coins reported on and distributed under the Treasure 
Trove Act during the year ending June 1909 was 515. Of these 198 were 
received from the Collector of Ahmednagar, 110 from the Collector of Nasik, 
65 from the Collector of Poona, 24 from the Collector of Larkana, 48 from the 
Mamlatdar of Mahim, Thana District, 30 from the Collector of Satara and 
46 from the Collector of Belzaum, Twelve of the coims received from 
the Collector of Larkana, which were debased specimens of the silver 
Moghul coins were returned to him as they were not worth acquiring for pre- 
sentation to the institutions receiving the treasure trove coins.

*I(a.) 108. The village of Bhavka is situated at about 6 miles south-west of 
a Dohad in the Panch Mahals, At ashort distance to the 
sols west of the village, on a rocky knoll, is an old ruined 

Ssiva temple of about the 13th century, Tt is a small building, having had 

small cell-shrines around it ut the south-east, south-west, north-west, and north. 
east corners, thus forming a paiichdyatana group. The walls are moulded and 
carved in the usual manner of decorated temples of that period, the work being 
a little courser and the images less well-proportioned than in such temples as 
that of Sarya at Mudhera of the 11th century, Nearly the whole of the 
mandapa and porch has fallen, together with the greater part of the back and 
north-west corner of the shrine. The four subsidiary shrines, surrounding the 
main building, have also fullen, portions only of the lower parts of their linths 
remaining. A gootl deal of the fallen materia! is upon the spot, and, under the 
guidance of a good ealat, much might be re-erected ; but rt would be a hopeless 
task if undertaken by anyone else unfamiliar with this style of building and 
architecture, ‘The carving on every block of stone proclaims its exact position 
to one conversant with the style, but to others it would mean nothing. 

109. Within the shrine is a linge, while in 4 niche in the back wall, behind 
it, is a sculpture representing Siva and Parvati, On the dedicatory block over 
the shrine doorway is Ganesa. 

110. From the outside walls of the shrine, the north and west central niches 
have been thrown down, An image of Mahakali, lying among the debris, which 
the villagers have begun to oil, probably occupied the central niche on the north 
side. The central niche on the south side still has an image of Bhairava in it, 
holding up the elephant hide behind him, Among *the other images still 
existing are Siva, Kubera with his money bag and elephant, and the bearded 
Yama, There are also jogis and single female figures in the innermost recessed 
panels—some quite nude, some are bearded. Obscene pairs of figures occur 
plentifully around the basement.

south-east corner of the platform upon which the whole stood (Photos. 
Nos, 8125-3131). 

115. The building is now 4 wreck, Thecentreof the domical ceiling of the 
hall and « portion of the marginal roof around have fallen. The roof and back and 
' south walls of the shrine have also fallen, Little can be done to the ruin now 
but to try and preserve what there ia by the propping up of dangerous parts, 
the replacement of displaced stones and the eradication ot yegatation, 

116. Within the shrine, now open to the air and sky, isa modern-looking 
black stone Mfiga, with two loose images placed behind it, one of them being that 
of Brahma with bis three faces. ‘he shrine door has been richly carved, and has 
Gineda presiding, upon the dedicatory block above, while on each side below, 
upon the jambs, Siva plays the part of dearapala. 

117. The hall ceiling must have been very rich originally. Sixteen figure 
brackutgare set round in the circle of the mouldings, each of whieh held an 
image, but these have disappeared, The pillars of the hallare fully moulded and 
decorated, as may be seen from the photos, ; 

118, The outside walls of the temple have been fully decorated in the usual 
conventional style of the eleventh century, There is a vigour and finish sbout 
the work which puts the temple considerably before that at Bhavka, just 
described, Though the temple is small, the work could not have been anything 
behind that of the temple of Sirya at Mudhera for excellence of exsoution, 

119, At other places visited in the Panch Mahals we found the remains to 

cutee be of little interest. At Lilvadeva, 15 miles north of 

STs Dohnd, there is, on the bauk of the tank, a modern 
temple of Ranadimaté, in which are gathered some sculptures from an old 
temple, There is also a memorial stone with a short inseription of no particular 
interest, dated Sumvat 14946, upon which is carved a man with adagger. In the 
ahrine of the temple isa mutilated image of Kali meee & feet high, while | 
the porch are collected the old broken sculptures of Siva-Parvati, Kilabhairava, 
and Ganeéa, 

120, The matter of excavation upon the sito of Brahmanibad in Sind has 

aickusaibad. been fully traversed in Government Resolution No. 1257 
eer | of the 8rd March 1905, in the General Department, It 
will be seon from the correspondence reproduced in that resolution that my 
jurther visit to the site was primarily intended to settle the question as to 
whether the villagers should be allowed to proceed with their excavation for 
earth asin the past, or that the site be closed to them and conserved for more 
extensive and systematic exploration im the future. Iwas not able, owing to 
other more urgent work alway intervening, to visit the site again until this 
last touring season, when | had ovae a month's excavation upon ifferent parts 
of it, The result has been that I am of opinion that the carrying away of earth 
by the villagers and bricks by the Public Works Department may continue 
without interruption. 

121, Though the site, historically, is of considerable interest, being closely 
connected with the first inreads of the Arabs into Sind in the eighth century, 
yet, as an archeologn a) site or relic mine, iti hardly wotth the expense of 
excavating, about ail that we want to know having been ascertained by what 
little has been done, Relic hanting, prompted by the spirit of gambling will, 
of course, still go on. There will ae be the chance of a a to compensate 
for the amount staked out excavation, bat the finding of un interesting 
object now and again, after much expenditure of time and money, will not 
justifiy the opinion that further excavation should be carried on by Govern- 
ment, unless perOneRoS 0780 unexpected aspect should Sten i, I have 
already publist ed a long account of the place in the Archie logical Annual for 
1908-1904, and have little to add.to what I have said there. 

322. The whole site consists of rolling mounds of “brickbats and earth, the 
debris of the buildings of the last occupation, and which were planted upon the 
Brahmanabad and of the subsequent Arab city of Mansira, but I have now 


that there were three distinct occupations, which I would say were those 
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surface, The remains of this last are of little interest, except, perhaps, his 
torically, should we be abla to ascertain from some extraneous source what town 
it Was. The houses were small and mean, being built of mud and brickbats dug 
out from the lower ruins, with, perhaps, flat mud roofs carried upon rough 
jungle rafters, I examined many of the still standing portions of the walle und 
found hardly a single hole brick built into them ; they were all frasments. 
From the foundations of small nusques discovered on the surface, it woul appear 
that this dppermost town was occupied wholly or largely by Muhammadans. 

123. The middle layer of ruins was most probably that of Mansira, and here, 
again, can be seen the older and larger Hindn bricks, rifled from the ruins of the 
lowest stratum of Sralmanabad, used over again toeether with smaller bricks 
made by the Arabs themselves, Tha bricks, the only material used as far aa | 
have been able to ascertain, have thus worked ur from the lowest strata to the 
surface, arriving there in fragments, to be ea finally in this state by the 
last occupants of the site, This wholesale denudation of each site in sudveasion 
has left but little to reward us for the heavy excavations necessary to get at the 
earlier work, for, when we haye reached it, we find little else than traces, here 
and there, of a few walls and drains, but an abundance of bones, ash and 
charcoal, testifying to the merciless treatment of the inhabitants and their homes. 
by each successive possessor of the land, Corroded copper coins, scattered beads 
and broken toys also bear evidenve to the fiendish ravage at each overthrow, 

124, Not only from the traces of burnt heams, converted into charcoal, but 
from the fact that enormous quantities of wood must have been required to burn 
the vast amount of brick used in the dwellings and the heavy fortified walls of the 
city, do we gather that this part of the country must have been heavily wooded 
at one time. It is now mostly a sandy waste, which js being gradually 
reclaimed by the network of canals which are in progress. ‘Traces of old river 
beds may be seen frequently, and T have no doubt that a re-occupation of the 
site, after the last assault, was abandoned, owing to the gradual diversion and 
drying up of the river which ran undar the walls on the east, the main suppl 
of water to the town. The hundreds of narrow deep earthenware wells, sun 
from the upper surface down into the virgin sand, al] over the site, point to 
such a calamity, ‘Chere are no signs of wells having been constructed in the 
middle or lower layers, | 

125. Excavation was carried ont upon three or four diffarent spots on the 
site, The most extensive was about the middle, where, alter elearin z away the 
uppermost debris and foundations of walls, we came upon a series of large brick 
foundations each about 7! x 4, apparently for the pillars or piers of some very 
large building, They Were arranged in rows running across the width of the 
building and longitudinally, The building was placed approximately north and 
south for length, and east and weat for depth or width, Jn the depth we were 
able to ascertain that there were six foun ations, which, presuming the building 
to have been a great mosque, would, with the back wall, have given six 
bays of arching or corridors in tho depth of the building. ‘The number of 
foundations in the front or length of the building, north and south, we were 
unable to ascertain as the ground towards the south had been more disturbed 
and the bricks removed (Photos, Nos, 3132-9 142), 

126, Beneath these foundations, at the north end, was founda long covered 
brick drain running diagonally across the site of the building. Connected with 
this by short lengths of drain were large flat pear-shaped slabs of baked earthen- 
ware, with raised edges converging to the point where it entered the opening 
of an earthenware pipe about 6 inches in diameter, throuch which the water 
of ablation, used over some object which stood on the slab, pas into the 
Ite iain. The pear-shaped slabs, had-they a hole in the middle, might easil 
have passed for the yonis of liigas, but there was no hole, so the objeeta whic 


were placed upon them must have beon loose. Tam of opinion that this drain

127. The hil or tower, the only standing mass of brick mason ry, beside the 


Jower courses of ruined walls, stands to the east side of the site near ‘the village, 
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This has always puzzled visitors, for its use is not apparent from a cursory 
examination of its exterior ; and the ruin was such that there were no features 
about it to lead one to think it more than the stump of some old watch-tower 
or similar structure. My funds were too small, when at Brahmanabad the 
last time, to attempt the heavy excavation necessary to find out more about it, 
But this I did at my last visit. 


128, The tower would appear to have been about 30 feet square, rising from 
a basement 50 feet square, It stood, at our visit, 36 feet above the general 
ground level around it; but this is only a portion of its western side, and it 
probably rose, when complete, to at least 40 feet above ground level or the top 
of the basement, which is about the same, In the centre of this great mass of 
brickwork is a chamber about 7 feet square, the surface brickwork of which is 
finished off smooth like the outside portion of the wall on the west. The floor of 
this chamber was 10 feet 6 inchesabove ground level. The top was open, 
having been destroyed. Beneath the floor, the solid brickwork goes down to a 
depth of 27 feet before virgin soil is reached. An entrance seems to have come 
in to this chamber from the north by the westside of the chamber, for the 
bricks on either side of the passage are finished off with a clean surface, As far as 
indications point, it appears that this passage ascended on the west side of 
the chamber as a staircase, rising round the four sides of the chamber to the top 
of the tower, Over this passage, where it enters the side of the chamber, was 
an arch, the bricks of the arching still projecting from either side, to carry on 
the staircase across it, above ; after which, judging from the holes in the wall, it 
was continued in wood. On the floor of the chamber were found the rotted 
powder of four cross-beams, lying each across one corner, and forming an inner 
square frame, diagonally set to the sides of the chamber, the ends of the beams 
being let into the side walls, Beneath these it was solid, hard, well-laid brick- 
work to the bottom, while, above them, was a layer of loose bricks, with no 
regular arrangement, among which were found fragments of carved and deco- 
rated brickwork, similar to that found in Buddhist sti in Sind, The 
chamber was empty, and, as stated above, was open to the sky, I drove a well 
through the brick-work, below the fioor, the full size of the chamber, down 27 
feet to virgin soil without finding anything more than bricks and hard labour, 
Runiing crosswise, partly beneath the south-west corner of the great basement, 
is another of these mysterious drains, but much larger and more elaborately 
constructed than that at our first excavation. ‘The channel in this drain is 2° 2” 
deep by 1’ broad, and, in addition to the flat bricks corbelling inwards to cover 
it above, it is further protected by solid arching of bricks set on edge. Its 
trend is towards the river, The bricks in this drain are of the very largest size, 
like those in the other drain already described. The bricks in the bottom of the 
well, sixteen feet below the floor of the chamber, measured 17” x 102” x 22”, 


129. Iam inclined to think this tha] is the ruin of a reconstruction at a 
later time, of an earlier Buddhist stapa, and that the decorated bricks found in it 
were a few from the exterior decoration of the original building, The chamber 
was perhaps used asa shrine to hold some relic or image. Lime mortar has 
been plentifully used in the brickwork of the great basement, but mud would 
appear to have been the cementing material of the whole of the superstructure 
and the heart of the tower around and below the chamber. 


180. As I am to write a further article upon Brahmanabad for our Survey 
Annual I will content myself here with this brief outline of our last digging 
upon the site. We brought away a quantity of old coins, beads and other small 
articles, but the most unique object of all is a small ribbed melon-shaped glass 
vessel, being the first whole glass vessel obtained from the ruins. These are 
being added to the Poona Museum attached to my office. 


131. While at Brahmanabad Mr, Mackenzie, Deputy Commissioner of Thar 
and Parkar, drew my attention to the old ruined thal 
or stupa at Mirpir Khas, An account of some images 
found here is given in the Journal of the Bombay Branch of the Royal Asiatic 
Society, Vol. XIX, page 44, On my return from Brahmanabad I halted a 
couple of days here, ‘The mounds lie about half mile to the north of the town, 
are compact, and not very extensive, They cover, roughly, about ten acres. 
B 768—9 '

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Towards the north end of the site is the ruined stump, in sun-dried bricks, of an 
old stipa, which must have had a decorated outer casing of beautifully carved 
brickwork. Much of this still lies about, and I gathered“ about a cartload, 
some of the best of which I brought away, leaving the rest in the charge of 
the Executive Engineer. But as we learn from the account mentioned above, 
most of the brickwork was carried off for use on the railway when ynder con- 
struction. 

132, Forming a circle surrounding the stépa are large mounds which appear 
to be the sites of monastic establishments, while to the south are others uncon- 
nected with this group. The whole place has been a quarry for brick, which has 
eyen been dug out of the very foundations of the walls. 


133. The stump ofthe stipa, as it stands, looks as if it had not been dis- 
turbed beyond the stripping of the outer brickwork. It is a great solid mass of 
sun-dried brick laid in mud, 

134. Lying upon the ground was found a fragment forming nearly the half 
of a dagoba "Tee, of burnt clay, in one piece, with the large hole in the centre for 
the statf of the umbrella, 

135. The site, although so desolate and devastated by the contractor and 
other vandals, might still repay a little digging and investigation. ‘The whole seems 
to be the site of a large Buddhist monastic establishment grouped about the 
large stupa and is thus of altogether a different nature to the more extensive 
ruins of Brahmanabad (Photos, Nos, 3146-3148). 

136, The remains at Aihole, in the Bijapur District, were first visited by the 

Aihole- Survey when Dr. hurgess went there in 1874, His 
| time was so short, it being the end of the season, that 
he was not able to give it the attention it deserved, Under his directions I 
visited the place in March 1885, to obtain more material in the way of drawings, 
PEP OereRDss inscription impressions, and further notes. At that time I was 
but an abecedarian in these studies, and could not appreciate to the full the 
meaning of what is written so plainly upon the surface of these grand old menu- 
ments, My visit during the last season, then, opened my eyes to much that we 
had not previously noted, although the visit was primarily made for the purpose 
of settling upon the measures of conservation necessary to maintain them in as 
good a state as possible. A proposal to bring away sculptures from a certain 
ruined old shrine to the Bijapur Vedas needed to be considered on the spot. 


137. I wasaccompanied to Aihole by Mr. G. V. Kokje, the Sub-Divisional 
Officer stationed at Bagalkot, and the Maistri Danappa, who was for many years 
at Bijapur and did so much useful work on the old buildings there, With them 
I went over every building of interest explaining what measures were necessary 
in each case. They took notes themselves during the progress of this inspection : 
my own will be printed and submitted as soon as this Progress Report is off my 
hands, ‘The accompanying map will give some idea of the great number of 
remains in and around this small village. AsI have already written and sent 
in an illustrated article for our Annual upon these old temples it will be un- 
necessary to describe them at any length here. Dr. Burgess’ account of some 
of them will be found in his first Report, now reckoned as the first volume of 
the New Imperial Series (Photos, Nos, 3149-3222), | 


188. Lam of opinion that we must ascribe agreater age to the Idest temple 
at Aihole than that estimated by Dr. Burgess for the Dares ae oe 
the 7th century A. D. We have four distinct types in Aihole—the earliest of 
very heavy and massive architecture, without spires, and with the shrine contain- 
ed within: the hall; the next, still massive but not sO much so as the first, 
among which stands the Durga temple, which have elaborately decorated spires 


of the northern old Orissan type; a third type is a transition type between the 


last and the medieval Chalukyan tem ples ; and a fourth represents th ;

139. The Durga temple has been taken as re resenting the sigs 
the rock-cut cave-chaitya to the structural temple 2 hat the aiden aie i) : - 
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that of Lad Khan, shows, equally, the transition from the cave-nthara. This 
temple and the others of its class seem not to have been noticed before, owing, 
probably, to their having been used as residences up toa few years ago when 
they were cleared out by Mr, K. R. Bomanji, who was then Collector of 
Bijapur. These had thus been hidden away amongst the houses ofthe village 
by the additional mud walls that had been builé in and about them. We have 
thus, at Aihole, an unbroken sequence in the styles from the fifth to the 
fourteenth centuries, from the early cave to the latest medimval temple. 

140, Allthese early temples were devoted to Vaishnava worship as is shown 
by the presence of Garuda upon the dedicatory block over the shrine doorways, 
and other sculptures about them; and we know that this was the particular 
cult of the early Chalukya kings whose copper plate grants and Inscriptions 
bear the image of the boar on their seals and begin witha Vaishnava invocation. 


141 At Dharwar, built into the porch of the house that has hitherto been 
occupied by the Agent for the Southern Maratha Railway, are four large © 
beautifully sculptured slabs representing Siva (2), Brahma, and Vishna reclining 
upon Sesha, These were drawn and photographed by me in March 1885, 
when they were standing in the garden of Mr. Pletcher’s house. They were 
built into their present position before 1898, at which time Mr, J. Campbell 
was Agent. ‘The slabs were said to have been brought from badami, some 


thirty-seven years ago, by Mr, William Frere, formerly District Judge of 


Dharwar, who then occupied the house, I was able, while at Aihole, to trace 
these to their source and identify the temple from which they were taken. 
Drawings of them will appear with my article in the anaual. It would be a 
very great matter if these could be recovered and either be sent back to Aihole 
to complete the ceiliig of the temple from which they were taken, or else be 
gent to Bombay for the Prince of Wales Museum. Perhaps the railway 
authorities, if approached, would present them to the Museum. 

142, With regard to paragraph 2 of Government Resolution No, 6748 of 
the 12th November 1908, I have to report that there is no field for excavation 
work at Aihole, since there is nothing buried, the rock everywhere being at or” 
very near the surface, There has been no silting up to speak of anywhere, as 
ie ihoen by the ground level of temple walls being still the general level of the 
-round around, In some few instances the lower courses of wall masonary have 
oe buried by accumulated earth, but this is rather due to accident than the 
gradual accumulation of ages. All the oldest buildings stand as much now upon 
the ground level as they did in the beginning, and there are no indications of buried 
objects anywhere. No excavation, therefore, was done here, Pattadkal] will 
be examined next year. The ancient paving, though now sadly out of repair, 
still exiuts in some of the principal streets of the village, 

145, Theré aie bo remains of a paved street extending from the inaeri bed 
iz a’ cleared track for a few hundred yards runniog northwards from the Ramliag 
temple (see map) for the run of the J Foe car, This is all on the natura 
rock, At the end of it the ground suddenly descends, and this smull slope of a 
few yards is roughly paved, as it enters the courtyard of the Galagnath group 
of temples. Between this and the villages there are several large fields and a 
water-course with no sion whatever of any paved street, 


144, The dolinens on the bill above the Jaina cave, and close to the Meguti 
temple, are not cell-tombs at all; they are, I believe, nothing more than huts, in 
which the stone quarriers lived who were working upon Meguti. The rock of 
the hill, sandstone, is stratified, and large slabs can thus be easily detached from 
the surface. This has been done. Three were set upright forming three sides 
of a square, a larger one covered these, forming 4 roof, and a fifth with a large hole 
in it—large ior for a man to pass ees —vloaed the front, Tt was éasy 
enough to block this hole at night to keep wi danimals out. Sach dolmens are 
still set up occasionally by the wandering eadare or stone-breakers,

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PROGRESS REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT.

UDAIPUR STATE. 


1. Last year’s report contained a description of the various antiquarian 
sites in Eastern Marwar that I visited up to the end of March 1908," The month 
of April following, which was the first month of the new official year, but the 
last of the touring season, was spent by me in visiting Kumalgadh, Desiri, 
Nadlai, and Nadol, Kumalgadh is in the Udaipur, and Destri and others in 
the Jodhpur State. During my travelling in Godvad, last year, the lofty hill 
fort of Kumalgadh first came within the range of our vision when we were at 
Bali, and it continued to be visible until we reached Nadol, There are two 
passes which lead to Kumalgadh from Marwir, one the Desuri, and thedther the 
Ghaneraiv nal. The latter gives the shortest cut, but is a very danverously 
srecipitous pass, We went to Kumalgadh eid Desari, Jilwadi and Kailwada, 
but came back by the other pass. The road from Desir to Jilwad& was in 
excellent eondition.as it had been repaired by the Jaina laity for the sangha 
described in the lust report; but that from Jilwada to Kumalgadh was just 
what might be expected in Mewar, On my. way j halted for some time at 
Kailwida, which is the principal town of the district 
of Kumalgadh, and is sbout three miles below the fort. 
It is at the entrance to the valley called Shero Nallé, which runs south for 
some miles between two high ranges of hills, The western of these ranges is 
called the Jargah hill, the highest point of which is 4,269 feet above the sea 
level. Kailwada and the surrounding mountainous region were the place of 
refuge of the Ranis when driven from Chitor and the plains of the Banas; thus, 
é. g., when Chitor was captured by Ala-ud-Din and Lakhamsi killed in battle, 
Rana Ajaysi, the survivor, fied to Kailwada with his’relatives and followers. 
It was this KailwidA that was the scene of the youthful exploits of his nephew 
Hamir, who afterwards regained the lost ancestral dominions, Tis name is 
still preserved in that of a spacious lake, almost a mile south of the Village 

called Hamir ¢alde, and built by him together with a ee of Vishnu on its 
bank, Both the temple and the lake were repaired by Maharana Sarip Singh 
in about A. D, 1850, There are only four teurples at Kailwada, two Jaina and 


Kallwoda, 


two Vaishnava, Of these the only one worth noting is the larger of the Jaina 
temples, This has twenty-four subsidiary cells and appears to have been erected 
about the same time as the fort of Kumalgadh. 


2, Thete are seven gates leading up to the highest peak on the fort, 
which is crowned with the baddat mahal, The first 
gate is the Aret po/, so-called from the dhagal or 
hamlet of Arat sitadted within the precincts of the fort. Aret pol is nearly a 
mile from Kailwadi; and almost a mile further from it is the Halla pol. 
Next comes the Hantimin pol, so named after the image of Hanaman 
deposited close by (Photo. No. 3016). An inscription engraved on its 
pedestal eaye that the image was set up near the pratoli, i¢., pol (gate- 
way), in the fort of Kumbhalameru by Kumbhakarna in V. 8, 1515 
(A.D, 1458). It is said that a private record of this time atill exists which 
mentions that the Haniman pol! was brought by Rana Kumbhs from Nagaur 
in Marwir and set op there, together with the image of the monkey god. 
After the Hanimiin,is the Ram, po] so-called after Ramsingh, a fameddr staying 
in its neighbourhood during the reign of Rana Taiwaniingty After the Ram, 
comes the Vijaya po/, which is to the east of it and is really farther from the 
next. tis alinost.on the aame level as the Rim pol, and not above it, as all the

gates have been. Formerly Ram pof had been closed and Vijaya pol kept 


*As Mr Bhandarker’s notes are apon newly disoovered rewaing, an‘ are the material 
from whieh thw lista of antiquarian remains in Rajputiind are to be compiled, they aro here piven 
somewhat at length, in order that they may, therely, be safely fled for fature tue, —H. GQ, 
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open. But when the work of building new be ees commenced, the Ram pol, 
giving the shorter cut, was pene, and the Vijay closed. Four more gates 
remuin, viz. Bhairav po/, Nimbu pol, Chaughan pod, and Pagda pot. . Between 
the first two is shown a derri, a spot where the head of a Mer killed as batlise 
was buried. When the work of fortification was started, it was found that 
whatever was raised on the ground during the day time was swallowed by the 
earth at night, who wanted as an oblation a Jattied (a human being literally, a 
being with thirty-two teeth). A Mer came forward, and agreed to offer himself 
as the victim on condition that his name might be associated with that of the 
fort. He cut off his head with his own hand, and it was buried here, the trunk 
itself being buried farther up on the fort ata spot shown in the courtyard of the 
janani mehel, Both the places are now known as Adthdyji, referring to the 
fact of his having cut his throat with his own hand (Adfh). ‘The promise given 
to the Mer was fulfilled, and the fort came to be called Kumbhalmer, the first 
part Kambhal preserving the name of Rana Kumbha and the second Mer that 
of the vietim, Further, as one ascends the fort hill, there is on the left Tara 
buruj called after Tard, the valiant consort of Prithvirija, son of 
Rayamalla, And between Nimbu and Changhan is shown a ndrchhali, a small 
empty reservoir, from where it is said the tiger (mdr) and the goat (chfdli) used 
to drink water together before the fort was built, After crossing Chaughan 
the visitor has to his mght the res where @ cannon is pointed out as a 
trophy bronght from Nagaur, Further onwards is no-choki, whibh is really o 
temple dedicated to Navadurga. Here is a small fragmentary inscription stone 
in the pavement of the hall floor. Therein only two names can be traced, tiz., 
those of Mokala, father of Kumbha, and Praynga, ¢. e., Allahabad. The last 
ane as stated above, is the Pagda pol, setalted because the Mahfrina here 


‘amounts from hig horse before entering the palace, ‘The old palnce, which is” 


rafarred to by Tod and which was built by Kumbha, has been pulled down by 
the present Maharani Fatteh Singh, and a new one commanding a splendid 
view of the plains of Marwar has been built in its place (Photo, Ne, 3017). 

3, Between the Halli and the Hantmin pols is a step-well known as 
Badehaha-ki bacdt, ‘This emperor t supposed to be one of the Gujarat Sultans, 
who were often at war with the Udaipur Ranas. Here again may be noticed 
quite a number of devlig or small memorial stones spread from the well quite up 
to the Haniman gate. But the objects of real antiquarian interest are beat 
to view when the Ram or the Vijay po! is passed, A number of temples, small 
and large, finished and unfinished, are seen, but none of them appears to be 
earlier than the 13th century. If one goes straight to the north, w hen the Ram 
pol is reached, he passes by three tanks, vis, the Vadvav, the Chhipelé, and 
the Phutyo faléy, Further northward, but not far from the last tank, is the 
temple of Mamadev (Photo, No, 3010). The place is thus described by Tod :-— 
“The first is dedicated to Mamadevi ‘the mother of the gods,’ whose shrine is 
on the brow of the mountain overlooking the pass, The goddess is placed in 
the midst of her numerous family, including the greater or lesser divinities. 
They are all of the purest marble, each about three feet m height, and tolerably 
executed, though evidently since the decline of the art, of which very fow good 
specimens exist, executed within the last seven centuries. The temple is very 
simple and primitive, consisting but of along hall, around which the gods are 
ranged, without either viche or altar. : 

“The most interesting portion of this samp is its court, formed by a 
substantial wall enclosing a tolerable area, The interior of this wall had 
been entirely covered with immense tablets of black marble, on which was 
‘nscribed the history of their gods, and, what was of infinitely greater importance, 
that of the mortal princes who had erected the tablets in their honour, But 
what a sight for the antiquary? Not one of the many tablets was entire ; the 
fragments were strewed about, or placed in position to receive the flesh-pots of 
the sons of Ishmael, the mercenary Rohilla Afghan.” 

4. The tablets and most of the images of the divinities referred to by Tod, 
which were for long lying utterly uncaret for, were a few years sgo removed 
by Pandit Gaurishi “Ojha to the Museum at Udaipur. The fragments of 
the tablets, so far as a thorough search could bring to light, were picked up and

pieced together by him, aud ean now be easily deciphered there, The importance 
of these inscriptions can never be overrated, They set forth the history of 
Mewar from tho time of Guhila, the founder of the Udaipur family, to Rana 
Kumbha, Kumbhakarna seems to have taken great pains to collect old 
inscriptions of his family in order to enable him to prepare a reliable genealogical 
list. Thns two verses from the Chitorgadh inscription of V. 8. 1331 have 
been quoted in one of these tablets. One of these verses is important, and 
is the one beginning with Jiyadd-dnanda-pircam, ete. The importance of it 
seems to have escaped the attention of even such o lynx-eyed antiquarian as 
Professor Kielhorn, And in the Bhdonagar Prakrit and Sanskrit Insertptions 
volume, where also the inscription is published, the translation given of this 
verse is entirely erroneous. ‘The verse clearly tells us that there wasa prosperous 
town of the name of Anandapura, and it was from this place that the Brahman 
Bappa came and worshipped the suge Haritarafi, A verse of similar _ import 
occurs in the Lkalinga-mahalmya composed by Kumbha, _ Therein also Kumbha 
quotes several verses from other inscriptions, and we are in this work prepared 
by him to regard them as quotations by the prefatory remark: yod-ubtari 
poet havibhih (as said by the poets of yore) One such verse runs 
thas — | 
Anandapura samagata-riprakul-anandano mahideoah | 
Jayati Sri-Guhadattah prabhavah Sri-Guhilavainsasya | 


The sense of this verse is that Guhadatta, the founder of the Gubila dynasty 
belonged to a Brahman family that had migrated from Anandapura, Now, this 
verse can be easily traced in what Tod called the Aitpur inscription, a transla- 

*tion of which has been given by him, The translation, though very imperfect, 
leaves, however, no doubt as to the verse in question bavihy occurred in the 
inseription, But this matter has now been set beyond all doubt by Pandit 
Gaurishankar Ojha, This indefatigable antiquarian was at last able to secure the 
original transcript of the inscription, prepared by Gyanchaud, the Jati, who was 
of immense service to Tod in writing his work the “ Annals and Antiquities of 
Rajasthan.” It was found in the Jéandér of his pupil's pupil, GaneSchand, at 
Mandal near Bhilwara, a railway station on the Ajmer-Khandwa line, in 
the Udaipur territory. And tle transcript, as was surmised, does contain the 
verse in question. Now, the inscription is dated V.S. 1034=A,D, 977, So 
that the tradition about the Brahman origin of the Udaipur family was current 
as early as the 10th century. It is worthy of note that Guhadatta, the founder 
of the dynasty, is said to have belonged to a Brahman ony that had vome 
from Anandapura, Anandapura is obviously Vaduagar, and the conelusion is 
irresistible that the Brahman family was of the Nizar caste, If any further 
proof is needed, it is furnished by the Zkaliiga-mahdtmya itself, which distinctly 
tells us in so many words that their founder was a Brihman of the Nagar caste, 
This subject has been fully discussed in my paper on the “ Guhilots *, which I 
have contributed to the Jour, Beng. As. Soe. 


5. Now, to return from where I have digressed, Tod says that the 
temple was dedicated to Mamadeyi, but certainly people there say that it is of 
Mamadeva, and not Mamadevi. This is also confirmed by the fact that the 
itnage in the shrine, though half buried underground, is unquestionably of a god, 
and not ofa goddess, But the question is: who is Mamadeva? The images 
at present existing in the temple and even those removed to the Udaipur 
Museum all contain inscriptions in which the place is eallod sim ly Vata, 
Two of them, however, give the longer name Matula-vata or Mamacvaeg 
Matula is doubtless the same as mamd, both meaning the maternal unele. 
‘But why the edifice is called Matula-vata and how it came to be supposed to 
be dedicated to Mamadeva are matters which are at present inexplicable, 
Kumbhakarna is supposed to have built this temple, But the inscriptions on al] 
the mages found here speak of them as having hea “set up in this Vata.” [Tf 
he had really erected it, they would have simp: stated that the images were 
set up by him, without the words “this Vata,” ain, in all the teinpies built 
by Kumbha, if there exist any images, they are invariably placed in niches, 
fitting them, But here they are placed simply against the walls, sometimes on 
the ledge, where it exists, or 4 resting on the floor itself, The plan of the

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building also is against the supposition that it was raised by him, For it had 
originally four doors, three of which are still extant, the fourth, é.¢, the back 
one, being closed obviously when it was converted to other uses. The interior 
also had four pillars, showing clearly that it enshrined a Chaumukh image and 
that the edifice also was originolly a Jaina Chawmuth temple, All these 
considerations prove that the temple of Maémaileva was originally a Jaina 
fane, but that it was afterwards decorated by Hana Kumbha with Brahmanic " 
images in V. 5. 1515-16=A, D, 1458-59. 


6. The images removed to Udaipur are of two classes, One class re- 
sresents the various sapla-matris or Seven Mothers, and the second, the different 

See of Vishnu, such as Ketava, Madhava, and so forth. It is a well-known 
thing that Vishnu has four hands and bears in them the four objects, conch, 
discus, mace and lotus. By permutation these objects can be held in the four 
hands in twenty-four different ways. And this is the reason, it is alleged, why 
we have twenty-four forms of Vishnn, whose names are always repeated at least: 
twice by an orthodox Brahman before his morning and evening prayers. The 
Friddhahdrila-amrité makes an attempt to set forth what manner of bearing 
these objects determine what form of Vishnu, and it would certainly be of 
some importance, in the interest of Brhmanical iconography, to see whether 
the images of the various forma, originally at the temple of imidova but now 
deposited in the Udaipur Museum, follow the rules prescribed in the smriti. 
The images that are év sity are five, They are all in the verandah facing the 
west, Of these, three are on the right, and two on the left, of the visitor as he 
enters the building, Of the first, one is of GaneSa, another of Prithviraja and 
the third of Prithvi, Figures of Ganeda are, of course, met with everywhere, 
but this is the first time that I saw those of Prithvi and Prithviraja, There 
oan be no doubt that they are of Prithvi and Prithviraja, for the inscriptions 
on them specify these names. The foriner is represented with four hands, and 
is seated with both feet drawn up, and the latter with six hands, with a beard, 
a nimbus behind his head, and seated with right foot dangling down below, 
Prithvi we can unilerstand to be the goddess Earth, but who Prithviraja 
is cannot even be surmised. Of the remaining two images ona is of 
Mahalakshmi and the other of Dhanada, é,¢, Mubera (Photo, No, S011), 
The former is what is ordinarily known a4 Gaja-Lakshmi, but the latter is of 
some importance frou: the iconographic point of view. It appears originalls 
to have possessed at least six hands, of which all but one have been beakee’ of! 
The trident and the rosary seem to be two of the objects beld in them, One 
hand doubtleas went round the waist of his consort, who is seated on his 
left lap, Kubera himself is represented as seated on an elephant. This 
is worthy of note, for popularly the wan appears to be his edhana or vehicle, as 
his other name Naravahana shows. Again, by some his cahana is supposed to 
be the horse, and it is sometimes even contended that the elephant is Asi vehicle 
not of Kubera, but of Indra. But all the sculptures of Kubera, that I have so 
far seen, represent the elephant, and only two, the man, as his r@4ana, But 1 
have not met with a single instance in Rajputina, where the horse is shown as 
his vehicle, though one instance is not unknown from (rujarat. 

7. Not only the temple of Mamadeva but its vicinity also is famous for 
sts local associations. On the bank of the tank to the south, bat near this 
temple, it is said, Rani Kombha was once sitting when “ his life, which nature 
was about to. close, terminated by the poniard of an assassin—that agsassin, his 
son!”' His name was Uda, who has since then been known in the history of 
Mewar as Aatyard or the parricide, Behind the temple is an odi, or raised! 
dais, from where Tara, wife ef Prithviraja, used to shoot tigers. An account 
of the exploits of this husband and wife would be out of place here, especially 
as it bas already been given in detail by Tod, On the north side of the temple 
is shown a chhairi which, Tod says, was dedicated to Prithviraja, but which, 
as a matter of fact, only contains the ashes of his wives, Prithviraja himself 
having been killed some way off at the foot of the hill, where his eihatri still 
exists, Therein is a memorial stone on which various small je Sida are seul, : 
on each one of its four sides, with small inseriptions, above, descriptive of them 
(Photo, No. 3018). Thus ¢.g., on the eust side it bears five figures the central 
one of which rides a horse. He is callod Prithirajoji, ', ¢. Prithviraja, and the 
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horse, Sahanadiva. Immediately on his right is Bai Tarade ond further Bai 
Pamade. On his left also there are two figures, the names of which are, how- 
ever, gone, On the north side, in the centre, is a inga, behind which is a male 
flanked by two females on each side. This male must be Prithviraja, who 
touches the diiga with his hands, which again are touched by the right and left 
bands of the females near his immediate left and right. The names of the 
fornles on his right are Bai Hiri and Bai Vamnim and, on hia left, Bai 
Sehajalade and Bai Miamdharade, On the west side ts, in the centre, a throne 
occupied by three females, the middle one of which is Bai Rarbhalade. On 
her right is Bai Kestibhade, and on ber left Rai Jevamiam, ‘There are other 
females standing on each side, On the eouth side are in the centre, Prithviraja, 
standing and with his hands holding a sword and a shield, and Bai pereiere 
and Bai Bhagabai on his right, and Bai Bhagavatam and Bai Kala on his left. 


8. To the north of the fort but to the west of the temple of Mamadeva, 
after clearing the intervening hill, comes the Jama temple of Pittaliadeva 
(Photos, Nos, 3012-13). It faces the east, and consists of a sadiadmandapa and 
ashrine, ‘The former ts accessible on three sides, ¢. ¢,, from the east, north and 
south, The latter has four doors, and in the centre of the interior are the 
remains of a pedestal with four pillars at the eornera obviously supporting a 
canopy over it. There can hardly be a doubt that this was a chawmukh temple, 
though the image placed on the pedestal cannot now be traced. Probably this 
image was of brass as the word pilfalia shows, 

%, To the east of the temple of Mamadeva are scattered the ruins of many 
old stone housea, said to have been of the old Baman-bas, te, the. Brahman 
locality on the fort. To the south of this is the temple of Golera (Photo, No, 3009), 
It is so called because it ia surrounded by a round walled enelosure, It faces 
the east, and is in plan almost exactly like the Pittalia temple. It was not, 
however, a chawmukh, but a samacvasarana, temple. This is doubtless seen 
from the different closses of gids and goddesses sculptured at the corners of the 
walls near the top of the interior, Near the western door of the shrine is 
a fallen sculpture with an inscription on it. It is dated V,.S. 1516 and 
spenks of one Goinda as having caused to be made the pedestal (parikara) of 
Yuvadideva i, ¢., ishabhadeya in (the temple of) Samavasarana. This shows 
that the samarasarapa, & ¢., the First Sermon in question, was of the first 
tirthathkara. Much ignorance prevails even amongst scholars and antiquarians 
as to what this samarasarana is, And, I, therefore, intend writing a paper on 
this subject ere long for the Archeological Annual. | 


10, Not far from Golera is what is known as the Bavandevlarh temple, 
It must have been so called on account of the fifty-two cells that originally 
surrounded the main shrine. But of these only forty-four now exist, The plan 
of this temple ts in no way different from the many large Jaina temples found 
elsewhere, DGesides itis without ornamentation of any interesting kind (Photos. 
Nos, 3007-8). 7 


11, There are many other both small and large temples, mostly Jaina, 
standing on various hillocks here and there. But none of them are of any 
importance except two. One of these last is thus deseribed by Tod: “ The 
design of this temple is truly classic. It consists only of the sanctuary which 
has a vaulted dome and a @olonnaded portico all round. The architecture is 
undoubtedly Jaina, which is as distinct in character from the Brahmanical as 


their religion, There is a chasteness and simplicity in this specimen of 
monotheistic worship, et te wide contrast to the elaborately sculptured 


shrines of the Saivas, and other polytheists of India, The extreme want of 
“anh best — reba ae entitling us to attribute it to that period 
when Sumpriti faja, of the family of Chandragupta, was paramount sovereig 

over all these regions (two hundred yeas efeae Ohrist) :. 0c ssie wee The 
proportions and forms of the columns are especially distinct from the other 
temples, being slight and tapering instead of massive, the general characteristic 
of Hindu architecture; while the projecting cornices, which would absolutely 
deform shafts less slight, are peculiarly indicative of the Takshae architect. 
Sumpriti was the fourth prince in descent from Chandragupta, of the Jaina 
faith, and the ally of Seleucus, the Grecian sovereign of: Bactriana,...+s+ s+ « 
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--+- {tis curious to contemplate the possibility, nay the probability, that the 
Jain temple now before the reader may h ave been designed by Grecian artists 
or that the taste of the artists among the Rajpoots may have been modelled 
after the Grecian. ,.......A massive monolithio emblem of black marble of 
the Hindu Jivapitri, had been ceuropensy introduced into the shrine of the 
worshippers of the Spirit alone.” Tod was evidently in raptures over this 
temple. This is undoubtedly what is locally known as the Nilakantha temple 
(Photos, Nos, 8003-4), It appears to have been left in an unfinished condition, 
No portion of the carving therein shows any special indication of its pertaining 
to either Jaina or Hindu religion, Butas the shrine has four doors, this may 
perhaps be taken as an indication of its originally having been erected as a 
Chaumukh or Samavasarana temple, The litga now installed therein is, of course, 
a modern thing. Tod, however, is quite wrong in asoribing this temple to B, C, 
200. The ty eof its pillars closely resembles that of Tejahpala’s temple at 
Dilvadi on Mount Abi. The construction of the temple cannot thus possibly 
pe, ae earlier than the 13th century A. D., and probably was even later than 


12. The'other temple that remains to be noted is the one near the Rim 
fand also not far from that of Nilakantha, With regard to it, T'od says as 
ollows: “ There was another sacred structure in its vicinity, likewise Jaina, but 
of a distinct character ; indeed offering a perfect contrast to that described, It 
was three stories in height; each tier was decorated with numerous mussive low 
columns, resting ona sculptured panneled parapet, and suatuining the roof of 
each story, which being very low, admitted but a broken light to break the 
pervading gloom.” This is no doubt what is called Bedi, but it is not a Jaina 
temple, Itis said to have been built by Rani Kumbha probably in com- 
memoration of his completion of the fort fortifications, when he offered a 
sacrifice (Photos, Nos, 8014-15), 


13. After a stay of six days we left Kumbhalgadh, and descended to the 
ome plains below by the Ghinerav nal. How precipitous 
<== and hazardous it is to cross this nda) has been vividly 
described by Tod. Every other day the Adtrada plies between Kailwada and 
Ghanerav, exchanging ghee for grains, and not unfrequently one of their pack 
bullocks or camels is heard of as having slipped and been rushed headlong into 
the abysa below, Our next place of destination was Nadlai to which we 
proceeded vid Destiri, Nadlii is now a small village ; yet not less than sixteen 
temples, more or less old, are found here. Most, of them, however, are Jaina, 
14. On the east of the village are the remains of an old fort said to have 
been built by the Sonigaras (Photo, No, 3028). The fort hill is called 
Jaykal, and is regarded as sacred by the Jainas as Satrufijaya. Within the 
precincts of the fort iaa Jaina temple dedicated to Adinatha. On the seat of 
the image is engraved an inscription which is dated Saturday, the 8th of the 
bright half of Vaisakha of V.S. 1686, and refers itself to the reign of Mahfirana 
Jagatsunhaji. It then speaks of the rebuilding, by the whole Jaina community 
of Nadulai (Nadlai), of the temple which was originally erected by Samprati, 
who must be supposed to be the grandson of Agoka, the hero of Jaina traditions 
and legends. The date, however, refers to the installation of the image of 
Adinatha, whois called mila-nayaka here, by Vijayesimhastri of the Tapagach- 


15. On the oe the hill is the temple of Vaijanitha Mahadeva, quite a 
modern erection. In front of it are two sculptures of tamala-paja, i.e, of — 
persons cutting off their heads and offering them to the god. Further on, ona 
peak on the north-east is what is called Gorakh-madhi, which is divided into two 
compartments, [none are the pddukds of Dattatreya and an ash pit where 
Grorakhnath performed religious austerities, In the other compartment is the 
seulpture of a trident worshipped as Hinglaj mdfd. It was ot this place that 
Pandit Sivdanji, who afterwards became gurw to Maha ray Jaswantsinghji, 
performed asceticism. On the southern peak of the hill is a life-size figure of an 
elephant with a rider mounted on it. It was set up by Abhayramji Medtia, 
who was a jahagirdér of Nadlai. He purchased many elephants one after 
another, but they died soon after they were brought. He, therefores-qacz 
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Mahadeya, and made & vow that if another elephant he bought lived, he would 
embellish the hill of the god with the figure of that élephant ; and so this was 
done by him, It is also worthy of note that the hillis called gajendra ns it 
looks like an elephant. On the south side, which is. crowned with the figure, 
the hill looks Itke the body of an elephant. The hill sinks on the north fill it 
merges into the plains; and this part of the hill is, therefore, called the tail of 
the Hlephant, t the foot of the hill where the fort stands, but outside the 
village, area number of Jaina temples more or less old, but of no particular 
interest except one. This last isa temple of Supargva. In the sabhamandapa 
is an image of Munisuyrata, an inscription below which says that it was caused 
to be oats by Nathika, a Porvad of Nadulai (Nadlai) and installed by Vijayasiiri 
on Sunday, the 3rd of the bright half of Jyeshtha of V.S. L721, when 
Abhayaraja was reigning, This Abhayarija was a Medtii and a jehdgirdar 
of Nadlai—the same that set up the figure of an elephant on the hill’ alluded to 
above, 


16. To the south-east of the village is another ‘hill crowned with a Jaina 
temple, It is dedicated to Neminitha, who is here known by the name Jadvaji. 
In respect of architecture it calls forth no remark. But on the pillars of its 
sablamandapa are incised two inscriptions. The earlier beara the date Saripat 
1195 Asailja cadi 16 Kuje, when, it is stated, Rayapiladeva was reigning at 
Naduladagika (Nadlii), 1+ then records a gift’ of his feudatory Rajadeva, son 
of Udharana and of the Gibila lineage, The gift consisted of the twentieth 
part of the duties Jevied on pack oxen going to and from Nadlai, and was made 
for the purpose of light, incense, offering, flowers and so forth, The second 
inscription gives the date Sark, 1443 varshe Karttika cadi 1d Sukre, and belongs 
to the reign of Ranaviradeva, son of Vanayira. It then informs us that 
Vinnyachandrasiiri, suecesor of Dharmachandrastri, of the Brihadgachchha, 
repaired the temple of Nemifvara, the ornament of the Yadu family, This 
explains why Neminitha is here known as Jadvaji, | 





17. Two temples now remain to be described, one of Tapevara and the 
other of Adifvara, The first is Brahmanical. It faces the east, and consists of a 
shrine, Fag Senge passage, hall and porch, Small cells have been built 
into the sides of the hall, facing north and south, and enshrining Sirya and 


Ganapati respectively (Photos, Nos. 3022-23). The other is a Jaina temple 


dedicated to Adisvara, the first (irfhamkara. There is legend associated with 
these two temples. (nce upon a time a dispute arose between a Jaina Jati and 
a Saiva Gosii as regards proficiency in the lore of incantations, In order to 
test their power in this art they agreed that the Jati was to bring away at night 
the temple of Adindtha, and the “Gosavi, that of Tapedvara, which were both 
at that time lying in Khed, in Mallani, southern Marwar, and it was 
settled that whosdvever, after lifting up his temple, would establish it before 
sunrise on the top of the Nadlai hill should be regarded as the stronger and the 
more proficient, The Gosai, being the more powerful of the two, outstripped 
the Jati, and just as he was about to ascend the hill, the Jati by his negionlabs 
produced the crowing of a cock. The Gosai taking it to be an indication of 
sunrise, through sheer degpnir, threw down his temple which is that of 
Tapesvara, whereas the Jati, who had se red far behind, only came to the foot 
of the hill when the sun rose, and could not, therefore, take it up on the top. 
This, it is said, is how the two temples stand at the foot of the hill, and a 
couplet relating to it is often quoted, which is as follows:— 


Sarat dasa dahottaro vadiya chorasi vada 
Kheda-nogarathi laviga Naralai prdsada, 


The tradition at any rate of the Jaina temple not havimg originally stood 
here but being brought from elsewhere appears to have been prevalent even as 
early as the beginning of the 16th centary, For there is an inseription which is 
dated V.S. 1657, and in it occur, with referance the temple, the words 
Sark 964 Sri- Yasobhadrasiri-maitra-sakti-samanitayanh. 'Vhis shows that early 
in the 16th century the temple was believed to have beep brought by Yadgo- 
bhadra by means of magiosl power in V. S, 964, hy 
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_» 18, This temple of Adinatha is, as’said above, on the west of and outside, 
the village of Nadlai. It faces the east, and at the entrance are two elephants 
made of mortar, one on each side (Photo. No, 3025), In plan it is almost the 
same as many Jaina temples of note. Here the sabhémandapa is, however, on 
the same level with the gaidhamandapa, and the part of the court-yard which is 
behind the shrine is empty and without any subsidiary cells (Photos. 
Nos. 3026-7). The north and south corridors, again, over and above the cells 
along which they run, have two shrines in the centre, one on each side, In the 
sabhamandapa, between its domical rvof and the entrance of the gidhamandapa, 
are six pillars, supporting four lintels, which are engraved with five inscriptions 
(Insers. Nos, 2399-2400), The earliest of these bears the date Samvat 1187 
Phalguna sudi 14 Guruvara, and records a grant made to Mahavira, the god of 
the guild (des) eee. to Sharnderaka gachchha. It was bestowed by a Chahu- 
mina (Chohin) named VimsSaraka, son of Papayara, and consisted of one-fourth of 
the palas of oil at the oil-mill of Merakara. Morakara is obviously Morkha, about 
ten miles south-west of Nadlai, (The remaining four inscriptions refer themselves 
to the reign of the Chahamana king Rayapala, and range in dates from VY. 8. 
1189 to 1202, One of these specifies a gift by his queen Amnaladevi and his 
sons Radrapala and Amritapala. It was of two palikas out of the palas due to | 
the royal family from each oil-mill, and was made on behalf of the Jatis of | 
Nadiladagika (Nadlai), Two register the grants ofa feudatory of Rayapala | 
named Thakura Rajadeva doubtless the same as that mentioned in the epigraph 
in the temple of Jadvaji. The fourth, which is dated V. 5, 1200, speaks of him 
as holding Nadiladagika (Nadlai), and then says that the mahdjanas, bankers, 
_of Nadilai, after meeting in an assembly, made some donations for the temple of 
Mahavira. The donations consisted of some fractions of the various commodities 
in which they dealt. . 


19. It will be seen from these inscriptions that all the benefactions 
recorded therein were made to the god Mahayira. The conclusion is, therefore, 
irresistible that the temple was originally Bdicated to Mahavira, and not to 
Adinatha as at present. The inscriptions again pertain to about the middle of 
the 12th century, and the pillars of the pot and foliage type, which are to be seen 
in the sabha, and the gidha, mandapa, should be assigned to this period, They 
are exactly of the same style as those of the temples at Sinak, Sander, and other 
places in Gujarat, The image of Adinaitha appears to have been first installed 
in V. S. 1557 (A. D. 1501), as an inscription in the gidhamandapa referred to 
above, informs us*(Inser. No. 2398). This is incised ona pilaster below two 
footprints, which are of Yasobhadrasiri and with obeisance to which the record 
commences. Then is given the date, which is Samvat 1557 varshe Vaisakha- 
mase sukla-pakshe shashthyam tithan Sukravasare Punarvasu-Riksha-prapta 
Chandra-yoge. This is followed by a pattdvali of the Samdera gachcha. The 
founder of this gachchha was YaSobhadrasiri, son of sddhu, t.e., sahukar, 
Yagovira and Subhadra. His successor was Silistri, the ornament of the 
Chahumana family and the favourite of the goddess Badari. This order of 
succession is taken up to Samtisiri, to whose ecclesiastical reign the inscription 
refers itself, Then is set forth the genealogy of the Mewar dynasty. Of the 
earlier princes only Siladitya, Guhadatta, and Khummana are named. Of the 
later, aids Khetasiha, Lakhamasiha, Mokala, and Kumbhakarna, The son 
of the last was Rayamalla, to whose reign the inscription refers itself. Then we 
are told that through the orders of Prithviraja, the eldest son of Rayamalla, the 
installation’ of the image was caused to be made by the bhanmdaris Siha and 
Samada, joined by their brothers Karmasi, Dhara, Lakha and so forth. They 
were sons of Sadaila and grandsons of Sayara, and Sayara is said to have 
belonged to the Ukeéa community, to the Raya-Bhamdari gotra, and to the 
family of Dida, son of rdula Sri-Lakhana. In other words, to use the modern 
phraseology, Sayara was an Osval by caste anda Bharhdari by Aiamp. Now, 
the Bhamdaris of Marwar say that they are the descendants of Rav Lakhan, 
Chohan of Nadol, and that they were converted to Jainism by Jasabhadrasiri, 
And we have just seen that Sayara, who was a Bhamdari, and was through 
Dada a descendant of raula Lakhan. There can hardly be a doubt that this 
raula Lakhan is the same as Rav Lakhan of the tradition, and we thus see that 
the present tradition was current even so early as A, D, 1500. Again, the 
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tradition says that the Bhamdaris were made Jainas by Jagabhadrasiiri, é. ¢., 
Yasobhadrasiri, It has been stated above that the present reels see! begins 
with obeizance to Yasobhadrasiiri, and that the pattavali given thereafter is also of 
the Samdera gachehhea originated by him, The Image in the ven again, was 
installed by Isvarastri, who was of Yadobhadrasiri's gachchha, The inscription 
thus also supports the tradition that the Bhathdaris were somehow intimately 
connected with the Sarmdera gachohha founded by Yasobhadrastri, 


20. With regard to the temple, the inscription next informs us, as we have 
seen above, that the temple in question was phi euronge his magical power 
by Yasobhadrastiri to Nadakulavati, doubtless Nadlii, e are further told 
that the temple was known as Sayara fina-pasati after Sayara, who rebuilt the 
surrounding cells, ete, Then we are told that the image of Adinitha was 
consecrated by dehdrya [Svarastri alias Devasundara, attached to the patia, ie, a 
pupil, of Sairtisari alluded to above, IJ4varasiiri was not on the patie at this time, 
for we have seen above that the inscription expressly refers itself to the 
ecclesiastical reign of his preceptor S&rntisiri. The prafasti, we are told, was 
composed by this same [¢varasiiri, and the inscription engraved by the sitra- 
dhara Somaka., 


21, We thus see that the temple was originally dedicated to Mahavira 
and that the image of Adinatha was installed only in V, 8. 1557=A, D, 1500, 
The ceremony of installation, we have seen, was caused to be made by Sihé and 
Samadi, whose grandfather Sayara had previously rebuilt the subsidary cells. 
But the cells appear before long to have fallen into disrepair, and we find the work 
ofcarrying on repairs undertaken by the sa@nghas of various places, as short 
inscriptions on the door lintels inform us. Their dates range from V.S. 1567 to 
1571, and the satighag that saw through this work were from such places as 
pelle Pa (Munjpur), Viramagrama (Viramgav), Bhampakapura, Pattana 
(Patan), Mahamadabada (Mehmedabid) and Champakadurga or Champakamora 
(Chimpaner). But these sarighag were induced to take up this work by the 
head of the Tapagachchha in Kutabapuri’ named Tendranaai or by his pupils 
Pramodasumdara and Saubbigyanamdi, Even the image of Adinatha had to 
be renewed, and this was done again by the descendants of Sayara themselves in 
V.8. 1674 (A.D, 1617), but the idol was inetalled by Vijayadevastiri of the 
Tapaigachchha, 

22. As I was on the point of leaving Nadlai, I received intimation of a 
new inscription being discovered, It was near the templd of Mahadeva in a 
bhathyar or natura! cavern, less than a mile south-west of the village, It 
contains the date which is Samoag 12 athdvisé varashe Magasira sud¢ 15 
Some. It refers itself to the reign of Kumvarapaledeya, é,e., the Chaclukya 
sovereign Kumirapala, and also tella us that at that time Nadiilya (Nadol) was 
held by Kelhana, oripadyaka (Bordi) by Rana Lakhamana, and Sonana by 
thakur Anasiha. It records the erection of the mandapa of Bhivadesvara, 
which has now fallen down, Kelhana is, of course, to be identified with the 
prince of that name who belonged to the Chahamana dynasty of Nadol, But 
the importance of the inscription lies in the fact that it furnished us with the 
latest date for Kumarapala, oiz., V. S. 1228, the earliest date for his sliccessor 
Ajayapala, viz., 1229 being furnished by an Udaypur inscription, 


23, Nadol is seven miles north-east of N alii, and is now-a-days the place 
Nadel of residence of the thakur of Ghaneriy, Tt is colobrate 

Sass _ _ ed as one of the paiicha-tirthas of the Marwar Jainas, 

But Nadol is principally famous for having been the capital of the Marwar 
Chahamana family, The founder of this dynasty was Lakshmana, who, as one 
copper-plate inscription informs us, was a son of Vakpatirija reigning at 
Sa athbhari (Sambhar), Tod “ppaas to have found two inscriptions of this 
prince—one dated V. S. 1024 and the other 1039, but speaks of having presented 
the stones to the Royal Asiatic Soviety, London. ITt-would, indeed, be interest. 
ing to know whether they can still be traced in the building of that learned Society, 
Their importance cannot be overrated as they refer to Lakshmana, who was the

‘as first pointed out by Tod, can, by a correct arrangement of the points, be read 
Nidol. Similarly, the same authority tells us that Qutbu-d-Din I-bak, on his 
way to Anhilvad captured “ the forts of Baly and Nadole,” which were found 
deserted by him, Nadol continued to’ be the capital of the Chohans until 
JSirtipala, or Kitt as he is known to Marwar chronicles, removed it to Jalor at 
some time between V. 8. 1236 and 1239, Fr, 
24. There are many temples, new and old, both in and outside the village 
of Nadol, most of which have been described by Garrick in Archwol. Survey 
Report, Vol. XXIII, p. 01 ff. I shall deseribe those only, which have escaped 
his notice, or which have been but imperfeetly dealt with. Tho object of 
antiquarian Interest, which isin the yory heart of the village, is the Stiraj-pol 
or“ gateway of the Sun.” It is said to have been built by Rav Lakhan, the 
Jocal legend about whom has been narrated at length by Garrick, Tt contains 
an ingcription of nine lines, the first four of which only are legible, It eom- 
mences with the date Sam, 1228 Srdvana Amaeasyayan Bhawma-parevaii, 
and speaks of Kelhana as then eering at Nadiila hate: No. 2406). In the 
remaining but illegible portion only the date 1039 and the name Lasha(kha)na 
are clear, Dr, Fithrer in his Prog. Report for 1893 has given a desoription 
of Nadol, which, like that of other places, is anything but satisfactory. Thus 
he says:—" The town is surrounded by low walls, pierced by handsome gate- 
ways, one of whicli, the Saraj-pol contains a record of Samvat 1199." Now, in 
the first place, the Straj-pol is not anywhere in the walls, but in the heart, of 
Nadol, Secondly, the date is not 1189 but 1039. Thirdly, I wonder how he 
vot this date from the illegible portion of the record, and failed to notice the 
chief date 1223, which occurs in the eine portion and can be deciphered at a 
| he encounters a flight of steps, on ascend- 
ing which he is confronted by a temple of Muhiideva, called Nilakantha, and not 
by “one of the most handsome Jaina temples dedicated to Mahivira” ns 
Dr. Pithrer says, Architecturally the temple 1 not of any particular interest 
(Photos, Nos, 3034-4), butin the back principal niche, on the exterior of ita 
shrine, 1s engraved an inscription (Inser, No, 2407). Tt gives the date Savdreat 
14066 vrarahe Jeahta audi 16 Budherdra, and refers itself to the reign of 
patescha Sri-Salemasiha Nitradi Mahamada Jaimbagirs, 1. 4, Salem Jehangir, sot 
of Akbar, It then telle us that Mahakhirina Gajani-Khaaaji, lord of Jahalora, 
together with 100 noblemen, built a rampart in front of Nadol, and named it 


Nirapora. Gaznikhan was, of course, a viceroy of Jehangir stationed at Jilor. 


Just behind this tewple stretch forth the remains of the old fort, Thera is ° 
nothing of nrchreological interest here, though Fiihrer says that a long inseription 
of V, 5. 1024 referring to the citadel haying been built by Likhauapila has 
been still hae Nee fe evidently alludes to one of the inscriptions of Lakshmana 
found by Tod, but presented long ago to the Royal Asiatic Society, and conse. 
quently no longer in Nadol, 

25, On the northern outskirts of the village is the temple of Somedvara, 
Which faces the west. It consists of a shrine, antechaniber, hall and porch, 
The principal niches on the outside walls of the shrine are empty, but the walls 
are decorated with the — of the Ashladikpdlas or the Eight Regents of the 
points of the compass, ‘The pillars of the hall are comparatively plain, but are 
probably of the 11th century (Photos. Nos, 3029—31), Three of them bear 
Tnseriptions (Tnsera. Nos, 2408—10). The earliest 1s dated Saripat 1147 
Fatvakha éudi 2 Vul ujdhavdeare, and contains a mandate issued by the 
Chohin king Jojaladeva, It is, in fact, the same inscription os that incised on one 
of the pillars of the temple of Jagesvur in Sadadi, and relates to the manner in 
which the festivals connected with the various temples of Nidol are to be cole- 
brated. ‘The other two inscriptions belong to the time of the Chihamann king 
Rayapala—the same prince that is mentioned in the Nadlai inscriptions, One 
dated Swiwat 1198 Srarana vadi 8 Ravay; and the other Sarmvata 120 
Bhidrapada vadi 8 Vul Bujdhevare. Vhe latter merely informa us that one 
Bhanana, rinaka, #7, ¢., Rind, or chief belonging to the Karuata country, freed 
the dancing oie (pramadi-kula) of all the gods of Usapa-pattana from dasa- 
bondha, which appears to be a tax equal to the one-tenth of every income, — The 
former is @ long insaription composed of thirty-nine lines, and ralates 
to an agreement taken from sixteen Brahmans of Dhalop about four miles 
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south of Nadol, Of the sixteen Brihmans, two were from each of the 
eight padi or wards of Dhalop. And the agreement was to the offect that if 
anything was lost belonging to a Bhat, bhatiaputra (Barhot), dauvarika 
(Dodidar), mendicant, or Vanjaér while passing by Dhilop, ey were collectively 
responsible and were to trace the property lost or make go d the loss, and if it 
was lost in any particular ward, only the Brahmans responsible for that ward 
were to make the recompense, 


26. Of the Jaina temples in Niadol, there is only one that deserves to be 
noticed, It is the one dedieated to Padwaprabha, the sixth firthamkara 
(Photos, Nos, 3045-36), It faces the north, and is similar to other Jaina temples 
in general plan, but except on the north side, there are no subsidiary cells going 
round, and, in front of the gidhamandapa, there are instead two attendant 
shrines—one on the cast and the other onthe west. Tn the gidhames lope 
are two standing figures, which, toall outward appearance, look like kansuglyas or 
kéyotaargas, but the inseriptions engraved below show that they are images 
(4inba) of Neminatha ond Samtinaitha, Both bear the date Savitvat 12145 
Faitakha sudi 10 Bhaoume, and speak of the images as having been set up in the 
temple of Mahavira in Visada-sihina, They, therefore, seem to have been 
brought from elsewhere, The images wore installed by Padmacharndragani, a 
pupil of Devasiri, who himself was a pupil of Munichamdrasair of the Brihad- 
gachchha. It is curious. that Padtmachamdrasiiri is styled Paniniya-pandita, 
fn the shrine are three images, all with inscriptions of the same import engraved 
on them, heir date is Sam 2686 varshe pratham-Asliddha va 5 Sukpe. The 
inscription on the central image shows that it was of Padinaprabha, and was 
established by ono Jayamallaji in the Raya-eihara at Nadula when Rano 
Jagatsimnha was reigning. With regard to Jayamallaji we are told that he was 
of the Mazhnotra gofra and son of Jes, and that he was resident at Yodhapura- 
nagara, ¢, ¢., the Jodhpur city, and was the prime-minister of the rajadhipaja 
Gajasimha, We are also informed that while he established the image of 
Padmaprabha at Nadol, he set up another ima re, wiz., of Ohamdraprabha in his 
own temple at Jalor, which wns consevrated 1¥ Vijayadevasiiri, it conjunction 
with his “anointed” pupil Vijayasitahasiri, J apatsimhia was, of course,a Rand 
of Mewar, and at that time Godvad was included not in Marwir as now but in 
Mewar, as this inseription, as well as that in the temple of Adinatha at Nadlai, 
clearly points out. Gajasimha is Raja Gai, king of Jodhpur, and sou ond 

successor of Raja Siir. | 





27. Outside the village of Nidol was existing, in Mr, Garrick's time, a 
ruined pillard temple called “ Khetli-ka-sthian”, Between the pillars of it, the 
marriage ceremonies of the village were then conducted ; hence ite name, On 
some were engraved inscriptions in characters of about the Sth or 9th century, 
and the style of these pillars was also supposed to indicate this to be the 
age of the temple. This, in short, is Garrick’s aceoant. Now, the temple 
referred to by him is no longer existing, and its pillars, ete., [ was told, were 
used by the Jabigirdar for his various private purposes, as is too often the ease in 
Rajputana, But the pcre say thut there was a temple of this description 
called “ Khetpal-ka-sthan’, and not “ Khetl4-ka-athan ” as Garrick says, 
The word Khetla has no meaning. On the other hand, Khetpal is obviously 
the same as Kshetrapala or the tutelary deity of a village, who is also called 
Bhairava, Secondly, the people used to go to this place, not forthe performance 
of marriage ceremonies, but “ to vive jdt” os the Raipatana phrase goes, é, e,, 
to take the newly-wed couple to pay homage to the village divinity, without 
obeisance to whom the marri e ceremony is not regarded as complete. Thirdly, 
although the temple is no longer in existence, an idea of what it was like 
is furnished by a litho illustration of itin Garrick’s book. And the pillars 
therein represented are certainly such as are met with almost everywhere in 
Kajputana in temples of the 12th or 13th century. It is difficult to say what 
led Garr! rrick to assign the temple to the 8th or 9th century, As was expected, 
Garrick’s mistakes have been ree by F ihrer, who saya: ™ Outside the 
town are the remains of a flatroofed pillared temple of Vishnu, locally called 
selene verte of the ninth century A. D, as proved by five short incised 
recorils **, 
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_ 28, About half a mile east of Nadol is what is called juna kheda, 7. e., the 
old village, where the ruins of old temples are still visible. But of these- noth. 
ing but basements has survived. In front of the shrine of Hanuman is pointed 
out an ornamental arch by the people who consider it to be very old (Photo. 
No, 3037), But most probably the sculpture is not older than the 17th 


century, 
BOMBAY, 


29, This brings us to the close of my tour in April 1908, Touring was 
romeaks: again resumed in November following. Our work 

this season commenced with Bombay, where I photo- 
graphed certain ripe evi in the Town-Hall, which are interesting from an 
iconographic point of yiew. While I was in Bombay at the house of my brother 
Professor Bhandarkar, a certain Jaina Jati from Bikaner had come with ten 
leaves of an old manuscript from a bhandar there to get them deciphered. The 
letters were written in gold, and the leaves decorated with variegated ornaments, 
Neither my brother nor I myself was able to read them. At m request they 
were allowed to remam with us, and I photographed two of them (Photo, 
No, 3223), The same day I met a Gujarati Jaina sahukar at the Bomba 
Asiatic library, The leaves had been previously shown to him also by theJati, 
The latter wanted to sell them for Rs, 100 per leaf, and the former was willing 
to buy them at that rate for his sadhu, but he was desirous to know whether 
the leaves were, in any way, connected with the Jaina religion, I was sorry 
I was not able to satisfy him on this point. Leaves of recisely the same kind 
were seen by me two years ago at Jodhpur in a Bie diebalonaiis to Umji Jati. 
The same Jati told me that he had several such at Udaipur in his bhanddr. 
The characters were for long suspected to be old Pahlavi. But a Buddhist 
friend of mine Dharmanand Kosambi, to whom I showed a photo, assures me 
that the leaves are in Burmese character, that they relate to the ordination 
ceremony described in the Vinaya-pitaka, and that such leaves are found in 
numbers in Burma, 


JODHPUR STATE, 


30. From Bombay I proceeded to Barkina in the Desiri district, and 
) resumed my tour in Marwar. Barkana is one of the 
reas aiicha-terthas with the Jainas in Marwar and Guja- 
rat, I tried to visit it last touring season, as I wanted to see them all in 
succession, But as the season was over, I had to allow it to stand over till 
the next touring season. Here isa temple dedicated to Pargvanitha. The 
pillars of the sabhdmandapa are of the same style as those of the Chaumukh 
temple at Ranpur (Photos. Nos, 3230 and 3232), and the temple itself cannot 
be earlier than the 16th century. In the shrine porch are several sculptures 
peculiar to Jaina mythology. One is of Nandisvaradvipa, The other repre- 
sents the Girnar and Satrufijaya hills, an almost exact copy of the sculpture 
at Ranpur (Photo, No. 3281), In the corridor cells are quite modern images 
set up only fifty years ago by the mahdjans of Bijova, 
31, The antiquities of Ajmer have already been so ably and fully des- 
; cribed by antiquarians like Cunningham and others 
eres that very little remains to be said regarding them, 
One remark may, however, be made with regard to the Adhdi-din-ka-jhopda. 
Tod was the first to start the erroneous idea that the mosque was built from 
the materials of a Jaina temple. Mr, Cousens was, however, the first to 
explode this theory. “There is not a fragment,” he says “ of a Jaina temple 
to be seen, but on every hand are mutilated images, some rather interesting, 
of Brahmanical temples, It was from here that the two inscribed tablets were 
removed to the Lucknow Museum, which contain portions of two Sanskrit 
Brahmanical plays in which Siva, Gauri, Arjuna and others are introduced,” 
The plays have now been edited, and we know their names to be Lalita-Vigra- 
haraja and Harakeli-nataka, The first was composed in honour of the king 
Vigraharajadeva of Sakatabhari, and the second was composed. by the latter 
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himself, And as the date of one of these inscribed plays is V, S. 1210, there 
cannot be a doubt as to this Me. Sasnasy being Viernharaja- Visaladeva 6f the 
imperial Chahamfina dynasty. This naturally raises the presumption that the 
original temple from whose materials the mosque was constructed was Brahma- 
nical and that Vigrahorija was somehow connected with it. The latter point 
acquires certainty by the fact that in the walls of two small stair-cases above 
the méhrab are two lines, each containing the words: Sri-/igraharaja-derena 
kavitam-dyatanam, i, ¢,, the temple Was constructed by the king Sri-Vigraha- 
tija. This settles the matter beyond all doubt. The original temple which 
supplied materials for building the mosque was one raised by the Chihaméana 
sovercien Vigrabaraja, One more slab and fragments of two others wore also 
foond there, and have now been removed to the Museum by Pandit Gauri- 
shatkar Ojha, Of these the fragments are more important, And of the latter 
one (Inser, No, 2483) seems to be an initial part ofa slab, Tn it occurs the 
number 1, obviously of the first verse, and the nu mber is preceded by the word 
pravaali, Similarly in l. 5 may be traced the words Sr-Chahamana iti bhiwmi- 
patil. All these points pieced together show that the slab contained a prasaat® 
or panegyric of the Chihamana family. On snother fragment of this senes 
but of another alab, the name Vigraharija iv distinct, Coupling this with the 
fact that the plays here found are connected with this king, the conclusion 
mah unreasonable that this panegyric aleo was written in Viorshoraja’s time 
and specially to extol him just as the Mamadeva prasaati of Kumalgadh was 
composed in honour of Rini Kumbha. In other fragments, names of princes 
of other dynasties such as Kumirapila, Sindhuraja, Naravarmaé and so forth 
wre met with, These must have been mentioned as princes, with whom the 
Chaihamfnas were at war, Of the names of places, that which occurs oftenest 


is Ajayameru, 7. é., Ajmer, . 


32, The other slab which is spoken of as having been originally found 
in the Adhat-din-ka-jhopdé and as now removed to the Ajmer Museum 15 
pringipally devoted to the eulogy of Nariyana (Insor, No. 2434), The ending 
portion praises the sun and apparently describes some royal family of the solar 
Trace. Tho fuller details of them had been probably set forth in the second 
slab, which is now lost. 


$8, The object of grent Interest to an antiquarian at Ajmer is now the 
Museum that has’ been established there for the whole of Rajputans. The 
State that has benefitted the Museum most is Jodhpur, which hus resented it 
with all the inscription stones except one that had been collected in the Tawarikh 
Mehkma by such painstaking persons as Munshi Deviprasid and Joshi Aidanji. 
The copper-plate grant of the imperial Pratihbira Bhojadeva L, pubhshed by 
Prof. Kielhorn in Zp. Ind. Vol. V., p. 211 ff, which is of importance in more 
than one way, and was a gem of the Tawarikh Mehkma, has aleo been transferred 
to the Ajmer Museum. It is to be sincerely wished that the example of 
Jodhpur will be followed by other States, such as Udaipur, Jhalrapatan and so 
forth, It is hoped that Pandit Gaurishankar Ojha, who is in charge of the 
antiquarian section of the Museum, will spare no pains in making it useful in all 
branches of Indian archwology epigraphic, numiamatic, and iconographic, Hw 
has already discovered and brought in three inscriptions, not known before, and 
has made a present, to the Museum, of ab inscription stone belonging to him. 
This lost epigraph (Inser. No, 2480) is important for the ancient history of 
Mewar, and no antiquarian dan be too gi taful to lim, knowing how he eaved 
it from the handa of Bhils and also of Brahmans of Visi, into whose possession 
jt went, and who thought that it would furnish some clue to the whereabouts 
of n treasure, and’ consequently concealed it in a reservoir, It was originally 
found at Samoli m the Bhumat district, Mewar, The inscription is dated 
[V. 5.) 703 = A. D. 646, and refers itself to the reign of Siliditya, It then 
mforms us that one bani Jentnika who was a native of Vatanagara, built ao 
State to a goddess, Vatanagara is, of course, Vasantgadh in the Sirohi 
district, ic antiquities have bean: described by me'in the Prog, Report for 
1904.06. Siladitya ia undoubtedly Sila, the prinee who was one of the earliest 
Guhila kings. His name no doubt occurs in the dynastic lists of Mewar princes 
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thought to be more or less fabulous, But now his historical existence is 
attested by the Samoli inscription, which also furnishes a specific date 
for him. | 
$4, Pandit Gaurishankar was also successful securing four new 
inscriptions for his Museum, ‘T'wo of these are interesting (Insora, Nos. 2431-3), 
They were brought from Arthana by him. One Arthana inscription dated 
‘VY. 5. 1136 has been noticed by Prof. Kielhorn in Ind. Ant, Vol. XXTI, p. 
80. It belongs to Chamundaraja of the Paramara family. Of the new* ones 
found, one is of the time of this Chamundarija and the other of his son 
Vijayarija. The former unfortunately is not dated, and records the erection of 
a temple in Arattinaka eked, valled Harisvara after the builder Hari, who 
was of a family of the goldsmith caste emigrated from Chitrakata. The other 
is dated Pikrama-saneat 1166 Paitakha sudi 3 [Sojme, and speaks of the 
image of Vrishabhanatha as having been caused to be installed in Uttimaka 
(Arthiina) by one Bhishana, a Nagar bania originally of Talspataka, 
$5. There is one more sculpture yet in this Museum which deserves to 
be noticed. It was originally at Bayana in the Tahsil, and has now been 
removed to the Ajmer Museum in accordance with the directions of the 
Director-General o Archwology, It is thus described in his inspection note: 
“Té is o rectangular slab mensuring 20” x 15", sculptured along the top with 
a row of four animale being driven by a nian represented behind them. The 
significance of this-scene is not apparent, but it seems to have been intended 
as some sort of a mangala or benediction. The inscription, which is engraved 
in characters of the seventh or eighth century, occupies the lower half of the 
surface, but is, unfortunately, too much damaged to allow of a connected 
transcript or translation. The first line contains ‘a reference to a certain raja 
who resided at a place called Lagondala. The second line says something about 
a son of one Durgiditya and grandson of the Chief of Uka(?), The last line 
contains only one proper name, Nagaditya.” In the first place, [ do not under- 
stand what is meant by saying that the scene represented on the sculpture is 
intended asa sort of a mafgala, Secondly, the inscription is not too much 
damaged to allow of a connected transcript, and an impression of it taken by 
me has, asa matter of fact, enabled me to read almost the whole of it with 
certainty. Thirdly, itis not the raja, who resided, but the event, which 
happened, not at Lagondala as stated, but at Pimpala-(Jaumdala, Fourthly, 
what the second line says is not about a son of Durgaditya, but about Durga- 
ditya himself. He again is called a grandson of Ukeévara, and not of the chief 
(ifeara) of Uka, Now, what the tnacription informs us of is that during the 
reign of Sri-Nanna in the place called Pipala-Gaumiala, Durgaditya, son of 
Valiaka and grandson of UkeSvara, was killed by certain, robbers in the capture 
of the kine (go-graha). Nagaditya, son of Valaicha, is further mentioned, but 
how he was connected with Durgaditya is not clear, But certain it is that 
the four animals driven by a man represented in the sculpture are these cows 
and Durgiditya, and it appears to have been intended as a memorial of a cattle

36. In addition to the inscribed stones, some sculptures also have been 
stored in the Ajmer Museum. Two of these were photographed (Photos, Nos, 
3234-5), One is of Seshasayi-Narayana, i.¢, Narayana rep ing on Seaha. 
with his feet shampooed by his consort Lakshmi, and with a lily issuing from 
his nuvel from which sprung Brahma, The other is a curious image, It is of 
some deity with nine heads and fifty-four hands and trampliog upon a human 
being, But the divinity is unidentifiable. 


$7. From Ajmer I went to Auwa in the Sojat district, Jodhpur State, 

ne and two miles from the railway station of dhnt name 

sil on the Ahmedibad-Ajmer line, The existence of an 

old temple here had been reported to me last year, and I seized this opportunity 

of visiting the place, [was glad to find that I was not disappointed. Here 

is a 9th century temple, which 1s interesting in more than oneway. It is eolled 

the temple of Kamesvara, and faces the west. The pillars of the sabhamandapa 

are of the same pattern as those of some temples at Usia (Photo No, 5236). 
The lack of profuse decoration aud the two varieties of chequer ornament whig¢ 
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are visible on the exterior distinctly point to the same conclusion (Photo, 
No, 3237). The spire, though now broken at the top, was almost exactly the 
same ag that of the temple of Kera in Cutch, described by Dr. Burgess in 
Arch, Sure. West. Ind. Vol. U1, p. 2124, The triangular ornament of what 
the people call horse-shoe forms is especially worthy of note, 

88. In the sabhamandapa four inscriptions were found by us engraved 
on pillars, The earliest of these has the date: Samvatu 1122 Asvayuja Ama- 
casma(ya)i Sané-dine, It then speaks of a grant to the god “ Kamyesvara” 
by Khi(Jijmdrapala, son of Anahila, Although no titles are conjoined to 
his name, there can be no doubt that Jindrapala is to be identified with the 
Sonigara prince of that name. Another inscription is dated Sarirafy 1168 
Phdguna vcadi 13 dita-dine, and specifies the gift of one karsha of oil for the 
god KameSvara by Dusaladeva, son of Vijayapala. The third inscription gives 
the date Sanivaltw 1399 A setjer nade I Bathe ano. anil records the donation 
of one dramma for each hala of soil to the god Kiamyesvara by rdnaka Kaka, 
son of Sonapala. 

39. Locally this temple is noted for the chandi or self-immolation of the 
Charans. It took placein V. S. 1643 (A. D, 1586) during the regimé of 
Udaysingh alias Mota-raja (lit. corpulent king), Twenty yeara previously 
when Kay Chandersen surrendered the fort of Jodhpur to the Mochili he sent 
away his sanana@ to the Siwand fort, On the way the bullocks of one rath or 
royal cart were quite exhausted, In the close vicinity there was a well belong- 
ing toa Charan, where his bullocks were plying, The servants of the king 
seized these bullocks. The Charan went into the village, and brought some 
people, who onyoked the bullocks and upturned the rath. In that vehicle was 
arate? mother of Motaraja, whose hand was broken, But as at that time 
everybody was running away to save his life, she did not mind this trifle, viz,, 
her broken hand. In A. D, 1583, however, when Moté-raja obtained Jodhpur and 
the sandna was brought back from Siwani, she showed her hand to him and 
insisted upon his taking some steps against the Charan who overthrew the cart. 
The king confiscated his land, and those, who were trying to intercede 
in his favour, were also deprived of their jahagirs, This created an agitation 
in the Chiran caste, About the close of 1585 when Udayasingh came to 
Sojat from the Dekkan, he confiscated the lands also of his brother Rama and 
his son Kalli, Thereapon no less than 11,000 Charans assembled together 
in Auwa to commit chdndi, and camped themselves round about the temple 
of Kamesvara, on promise being given by Champivat Gopildas, ‘hakur of Auwa, 
that he would see that they carried their resolution into effect unmolested, On 
hearing this the king apenas) Akkhaji Barhat from Sojat to conciliate the 
Charans. But when Akkhaji arrived, he, instead of executing the mission 
with which he was entrusted, joined his caste-fellows in their resolution. The 
king enraged sent a scimitar to him with the message aur to gale ghal kar mare- 
ge aur tum guda-me ghal kar marna: (Others will die by putting a weapon 
on thetr throats but you should die by putting it into your anus); and ordered 
his forces to march to Auwa and punish the Charans. Thereupon the thakur 
of Auwa promised to engage the royal forces in fighting till the Charans finish? 
ed their chandi. The Charans prepared a dish of sira, partook plentifully of 
it, and spent the whole night in singing the hymns of Jogmaya, Early in the 
dawn the Dholi of Akkhaji was helped to climb to the top of the spire, and 
was ordered to beat his drum when the first rays of the sun met his eyes, The 
: jot however, did not beat the drum, but cut his throat and threw himself 
lown when he beheld the first rays of the sun, <All the Charans understood 
the signal at once, seized their scimitars, and went inside the temple. Some 
pierced their throats with them and aprinkled Mahadeva with tieir blood, and 
others cut their throats and presented their heada to the god. 


40. From Auwa I went to Jawalii in the Desiri district, to see the 

rity temple of Javaleévara, There is nothing ancient 
: Tee about it, but since last year it has attained much 
importance in consequence of some excavation done there, When I came to 
the place, I was struck by the architecture of it, which, though modern, is 
distinctively Muhawmadan (Photo, No. 8238). I wondered how this alone ot 
all others in Marwar partook of the Muhammadan style. But my wonder in- 
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ereased when I learnt that the temple itself was constructed by Sutars, who 
were in the present ease not Hindus, as might be specter hut koh gqnastands 
The temple is quite plain, consisting of a shrine only, In front of the shrine 
is the bull Nandi. lt was round about this Nandi that a space of about ten 
fest was dug into to the depth of nearly seven feet. This excavation, Lam t Id, 
was carried on by Mr, O"Donell, who was Political Agent of the Mahi Kantha 
Agency but has now retired from service. He was induced and assisted by the 
Karbhari of the Mansai‘principality, The latter met meat the Marwar Junc- 
tion about the beginning of February 1908, The Karbhari was discussing with 
the other Officer some matters connected with the excavation that was to be 
earried on, as I learnt two months after. He, however, afterwards regretted 
that he had not had communication with me, For he had secured a vertain 
copper-plate from a Janda orivinally of Javalia.and then settled in the Panch 
Mahals; and it was on the strength of this record that he and Mr, O'Donell, I 
was informed, came forward to excavate the spot. The copper-plate inscription 
spoke of a concealed treasure in the temple of Javalegvara, whose exact amount 
iso was specified. But ifan antiquarian had been consulted, he would have at 
once told them that the inscription pretended to be dated V. 5. 1201, and yet wns 
written in quite mordern Marwari characters, eo that it could be easily read by 
any ordinary Marwari. The inscription was thus quite a forgery. The clue to 
the spot of the treasure was therein afforded by the words pralhama-sopana- 
marge, 1. €., the passage of the first stair-case, There was, however, but one stair- 
el and consequently the significance of the word prathama is entirely lost. 


Again, they should have done the excavation somewhere near the stair-case, but, © 


strange tosay, they thought fit to conduct it round about the Nandi, The 
upshot of the whole process was that it was a much-ado-about-nothing, and 
the copper-plate is believed to have been forged by a Jati to extort money from 
the Jania. 
41, We next proceeded to Sanderav owned by a jahagirdar of the 
Rinévat lineage, é ¢., of the kith and kin of the Maharana of Udaipur, This 
: Santerad is supposed to be the original seat of the Shanderaka 
a gachenha founded by YaSobhadrasiri, to whom allu- 
sion has already been made in the destription of Nadlai, It is said that Yaso- 
bhadrasdri came from Kathiawir when Valabhi was sacked by the Mlechehha 
invaders. His own favourite deity had advised him to quit the place before it 
was actually invaded, He had been instructed to travel northward until he 


beheld the phenomenon of a bull fighting with a lion. YaSobhadrasiiri came 


with his gang of pupils to Sanderav, and encamped himself near its talav or 
tank, when to his surprise he witnessed a fight between a bull and a lion in 
which the latter was worsted, His deity’s'word was fulfilled, Me settled him- 
eclf there, named the village Sanderay alter the eavd or bull that was victor- 


ious, and originated a new Juina sect ealled after the village, 

42. On the outskirts of this village tank is a chabutrd, whose pillars are 
of the Osia style and cannot be later than the 10th century (Photo. No, $242), 
Tt would be interestiog to know from where these pillars were brought, [or 
certainly there is no other trace of this style in Sanderay, The ouly other 
object of antiquarian interest is the Jaina temple of Mahavira. The architecture 
of this structure calls for no remarks, but epigraphically it is somewhat interest 
ing, On the entrance door from inside ia engraved an inseription 3°11" broad 
by 38” high (Inser, No. 2438). It commences with the date Sampat 1221 
Magha vadi 2 Sukre, when, we are told, Kelhanadeva was reigning, Iv then 
states that Analadevi, queen-mother of Kelhanadeva, granted one Adela (or as 
much of land a9 could be tilled in a single day by one plough) of yayathdhurt or 
‘ear corn from the king’s personal property. The grant was made to the god 

{ahavira, who is called mitla-ndyaka of the Shamnderaka gachehia for the 
celebration of the kalyanika falling on the 13th of the dark half of Chaitra, 
One dramma was also given for the same object from the revenue of a tclara 
or heralddr of the basis by the Rashtrakutas Pata, Uttamasihe, and so 
forth. Analadevi, queen-mother of Kelhanadeva is undoubtedly the same as 
Annalladevi spoken of in the Nadol plates as the consort of Alhana, father of 
Kelbana. In this last inscription she is represented to haye been the daughter 

a family. Rashtrauda is obyiously the same as

Rashtrakiita, and the Rashtrakitas, Pati, and Uttamasiha were, therefore, her 
relatives from her father’s side, 


43, On the pillars of the aabhdmandapa are no less than four inscriptions 
which are highly weather-worn (Insera, Nos 2440-2). One is dated Sarivat 
1206 Karttike vadi 2 Budhe, and refers itself to the reign of Kelhanadeva, 
Then we are told that their own house was placed by Ralhaka, Palha, etc. s0ns of 
Thamtha at the disposal of Sri-ParSvanatha, the vod of Shamleraka (Sanderav) 
in the Jhukti or jahagir land of the queen Jilhanadevi., Four drdelas were 
to be given to the Bi annually by people residing in Ralha’s house, What 
coin this drdela is is not known, Again, it is not clear why Parévanitha is 
mentioned in an inscription in the temple, which was then as now dedivated to 
Mahavira, Another of these four inscriptions on the pillars, which can be 
deciphered but only partially, bears the date 1255 varshe Chaitra audi 13 Sukre, 
and speaks of mthdrdjadhirdja Saémaratasihadeva as then reigning. Who this 
Samamtasiha was is not known, but anyhow he must not be confounded with 
maharajakula Samantasitnha for whom we have dates ranging between V, 8, 
1359—1554, : 


44. Kort& is nearly sixteen miles south-west of Sinderaiv, and is almost 
Korta on the boundaries of the Bali and Jalor districts, 

ie Kort& is ‘no doubt the same as the ancient Korath- 

taka, which has given its name to a Jaina gachchha, and which formerly not 
only included the present village of Korta, but had apread as far south aos 
Bamnera, Within the bounds of Korta there are three temples, all Jaina, 
Of these one is in the village and twd on the outskirts. The firath ja the 
temple of Santinitha (Photos... Nos. 6245-6), It is a 14th century temple of no 
particular interest, On the pillars of the sabhdmandapa are two inscriptions. 
Of these one speaks of a stambha-lata or pillar as betng erected for his mother 
Siri by an upddhydya Padmachaiidra, son of upadh aya YaSaSchaindra, Near 
the villare medAtl is another Jaina temple, dedicated to Rikhabdev (Rishabha- 
deva ( hotos. Nos, S24 3-4), Tn the shrine 14 A sitting but colosan! image ot 
the first.firthavikara. On its pedestal is -an inscription dated Saieat 1149 
Fatéakha sudi 3 Brihaspati-dine, Curiously it speaks of an image of Tirani- 


thadeya, and not of Adinatha, as having been caused to be made by the lay 


worshipper Jenduka, About a quarter of a mile from the village is a third 
Juina temple (Photos Nos, 3247-8). It is of Mahavira, and is of no archi- 
tectural importance, In the aabhamandapa have been stored together a number 
of sculptures exhumed near Baninera, The whole ground between present 
Korta and Bamnera is artificial, and was doubtless the site of an ancient city, 
Koratitaka by name, as said above. When I was there, I was informed that 
the local daniaa wanted to make further excavations, and with that enckin view 
had asked for Sorat of the State and were collecting subscriptions amonget 
themselves. Before granting the permission it would be better if the State 
asked the banias to carry on the excavation work under the superintendence of 
some officer of the Archwological Department 


45, At Bamnera there is no ancient temple except that of Stirya (Photos. 
Nos. 3249-50), The sabhdmand napa is an utter ruin, 

fe " Instead, a new porch has recently been erected in 
front of the shrine, Of the latter the outside walls are old, but devoid of all 
ornamentation. ‘The spire is quite modern, On the porch pillars no less than 
five inscriptions have been engraved (Inscre. Nos, 2446—51). Of these three 
are dated V, 5, 1258, and refer themselves to the reign of mahdraja or 
mahérajadhiraja Samointasiha. This is no doubt the sanie as the prince of that 
name mentioned with the same date in a pular epigraph in the Jaina temple 


» at Sanderav referred to above. But it is not yet known to what family he 


belonged, Of the reinaining inscriptions one has the date Saiieat 1848 

Ashiha vadi 5 Siikre, and pertains to the reign of Samantasimha, This king is 
no doubt a Sonigara, of whom inscriptions have, as just mentioned, been found 
with dates raging from V. 5S. 1839—1354. It records the grant, by a 
atlahatha, é. e., Saiahaste, whose name is lost, of three rupees per arahata or 
machine-weil of the gelapada or suburbs of Koramtaka for the fair festival of 
the god Mahasvam3, Arguing from the analogy of Jagatsvimi by which the 
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Sarya of Srimiila (Bhinmal!) was known, it may be said eat Chis Mahe 
was the name of the god Strya of Bamnera, ‘ gullet asvaini 


46. At Bamnera three copper-plate inscriptions were also copied (Inse 
Nos, 2443-5). They were in the possession of one Khati Roe a Gave 
Brahman. | In fact, as the name suggests, Bamnerii is nothing but Brihmana- 
nagaraka, f¢., the town of the Brahmans, And, asa matter of fact, almost 
the whole of the population consists of Golvil Brahmans, The information 
regarding the find and whereabouts of the copper-plates had kindly been given 
to me by Pandit Gaurishankar Ojha. All these refer themselves to the reign 
of Kelhana, son of Alhana, and register grants made to a Brahmana in Koram- 
taka named Narayana, son of Sarhdhirana—two by Ajaynsimha, son of mahd- 
réjputra or the great Rajpit Kuméirasitnha, and one by Kelhana just alluded 
to. The firat donation was made on the occasion of a solar eclipse and in 
Sovirat 1220 Sravana vadi 15 Budhe, and consisted of a dohaliké or doli, t. e., 
pt se of land granted to Brahmans, Svaitnis, Saidhus, and others as distinguish 
ed from a éasana which is given to Chirana and Bhits. The second records 
the gift of a dhiko or well on the occasion of a dena-ulthapani ekddast, é, ¢,, the 
11th of the bright half of Kartika when the gods are supposwd to be awake 
from the sleep to which they betake themselves on the Lith of the bright 
half of Ashidha, In specifying the boundaries of the dhtku, Mahaavami dhtka 
is mentioned. This dAiiu, of course, belonged to Mahasvami, who can be no 
ather than the yod Sirya just referred to. The third ix dated Samvat 1999 
carahe Jyesitha cadi 12 Some, and apparently makes the grant of another dhikn 
to the same Brahman, 


47, From Korta, according to my previous programme, I was to go south 
to Ramsen, Stindha-pabdad, Hatenpay sah se forth in Feswidipark and 
then turn north and visit places such as Santha, Jalor and so on, but aa the 
Director-General of Archwolozy, who was coming to Mandor near Jodhpur 
for excavation work, desired me to join him there hoist the middle of Fobraary, 
I had to give up the idea of exploring the Jaswantpura district and vo straight 
to Jalor eid Pavta, Gudha and Ahor, : 


45. From Pavta I visited Dodinli and the than of Mallinathji, The than 
ae is high wp on a hill, and is a nontural cavern (Photo, 
ae No, $253), Kav Mallinathji was the eldest son of 
Rav Salkhaji, But his name is passed over by Tod, and that of his younger 
brother Viramdey is mentioned, although the latter died without becoming a 
king. The reason of it probably is that the Rathod princes of Jodhpur, whe 
afterwards rose to eminence, were in direct descent not from Mallinathji but 
from Rav Chundaji his nephew and son of Viramdevy. Various legends are 
current about Mallinathji in this part of Marwar. It is said that previously. 
he was a Rav, but afterwards became a Raval when he became a follower of a 
iva aseetic, through whose favour he became a giddha, é,e., a holy person.

What | saw there was nothing but a 
number of wooden figures of horsemen, They represent Mallinathji seated on 
his favourite steed, and had been placed there by his votaries as the presents 
prowised for the fulfilment of their desires. These figures are placed near the 
door-frame of the cave which extends far beyond. Nobody has ventured to enter 
this cave except one Jogi, who, I am told, never returned 


49. At Gudha I learnt that there was an old temple near Thimli, a mile 
off, The temple is by no means ancient but some of 


Thamil. the sculptures stowed away there may be of the 13th 
Ahor, or 14th century (Photos. Nos. $254.5). From Gudha 


| we went to Ahor. No interesting object of antiquity 

was found there. The village of Ahor, formerly known as Avri, is said to have 

been populated in V.S, 900 by the Chahamana kings of Jalor, It ia situated 

about ten miles to the north-east of Jalor. To the south of the village there 
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are a garden and a temple dedicated to the goddess Chamunda. 
her the following couplet is everywhere sung :— 
Sir Sinde dhad Korate pagalian Sundeldv-ri pal. 
- Apa birajo dvari gata phulam-ri mal. 

Not an hour passed while I was at Ahor without somebody singing 
these verses. ‘Che meaning is as follows: “Your head is at Sindha, i. ¢, on 
Siindha-pahad in Jaswantpuraé, your body in Korta, your feet on the banks of 
Sund-lay in Jalor, whereas in your entire form you exist in Avari (Ahor) with 
a garland of flowers round your neck,” 





50. Jalor is the principal town of the district of the’same name in south- 
ern Marwar, It is situated nearly 80 miles south of 
Jodhpur on the banks of the Sukdi streamlet, It is 
a place of importance in Marwair, famous in former ages for the strength of 
its fort and the many long and gallant sieges it withsteod, defying the Mughal 
and other invaders, According to local traditions it was first built by the 
Paramaras, and was afterwards the capital of the Chohan kings. They are 
thoroughly borne out by the inscriptions found here. For the earliest inserip- 
tion discovered at Jalor is thatofa Paramira king called Visala, and is dated 
Sanmeat 1174 Ashadha sudi& Bhaume. 1t farther informs us that Mallara- 
devi, queen of Visala, furnished the temple of Sindhurajeévara with a golden 
cupola, The names of six predecessors of Visula are given, and, assigning a 
ahi of twenty years for each generation, it mvy be stated that the Paramara 
amily had been reigning ab Jalor since 120 years before V, S, 1174, ie. since 
A. D, 997, When the place went into the possession of the Chahamanas is 
notexactly known, but certain itis, as the Sindha hill inscription tells us, 
that it was Kirtipaln, who removed the Chahamana capital from Nadol to 
Jabalipura, é.¢, Jalor, For Kirtipala no date has yet been found, but as the 
last date for his predecessor Kelhana is V,S. 1236 and the earliest for his 
successor Samarasimha is V.S. 1239, he reigned somewhere between V, 8, 
1236—1239, and not more than four years, It is this short duration of his 
reign that accounts for the fact mentioned by the Sindha hill inseription that 
his son Samarasitiha built extensive ramparts on the Kanakachala, i.¢., the 
fort hill of Jilor as we shall subsequently see. Kirtipala did not live sufficiently 
long to finish the work of fortification of the fort, which had, therefore, to be 
completed by his son, Jalor thus continued to be the capital of the 
Chahamins till V. S. 1855 = A, D. 1298 when Samantasimha was king. 
This dwte is sapplied by an inscription found at Chohtan, which refera itself 
to the conjoint reigns of Samantasimnha and his son Kanhadadeva, Another 
inscription, dajed V,S. 1353 and found at Jalor similarly speaks of the father 
and son reigning conjointly. Kauhadadeva must, therefore, be supposed 
to be reigning as yeearaja or heir-apparent, No inscription has yet come 
to light of this prince. But there can be no doubt that he was king 
though for a few diss: and he has been twice referred toin the Tawarikh 
Firiahtéh, While speaking of the conquests, in A.D. 1304, of Tin-ool- 
Moolk Mooltuny, a clieftain of Ala-ud-Din, it says: “Nehr Dew, Raja 
of Jalwar, panick-struck at the rapid progress of Hin-ool-Moolk, surrendered 
that place without opposition.” What is published as “ Nehr Dew” by Briges, 
is, 1 am informed by Munshi Devi Prasad of Jodhpur, written as Kanir Dev in 
other manuseripts. Kanir Dev of Jalwar can thus be no other than Kanbada- 
deva of Jalor. About four years he remained a foudatory of Ala-ud-Din, 
The account of his death and the captare of Jalor is given in the same work 
as follows :—“ It is related that the raja of Jalwar, Nehr Dew (Kanir Dev), 
as has been stated above, resided at the Court of Dehly. One day the ki 
was boasting that at the pret day no raja of Hindoosian dared to oppose his 
arms; on which Nehr Dew, in the plenitude of folly, replied, ‘I will suffer 
death, if I do not myself raise an army that shall defeat any attempt of the 
king's troops to take the fort of Jalwar.’ The king directed him to quit the 
court, and finding he was collecting troops, ordre division of the army to 
besiege Jalwar; and the more to show his contempt for Nehr Dew, placed the 
troops under the command of one of the slave girls of the palace called Gool 
Behist *‘The Rose of Heaven,’ She had nearly succeeded in taking the fort, 


dalor, 
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and evinced great bravery, but she fell sick and died, The siege was then 
conducted by her son Shaheen, Nehr Dew quitted the fort and attacking the 
royal army, slew Shaheen, with his own hand, and the Muhammadans retreated 
four days successively towards Dehly, Alla-ood-Deen, vexed at this repulse, 
sent strong reinforcements under Kumal-ood-Deen, a general of distinction, whe 
succeeded at last in taking Jalwar by storm, and made a dreadful slaughter, 
of the garrison, putting Nehr Dew and his family to the sword, and slindasing 
all his treasures. ‘The news of this event created great joy at the capital.” 
The exact date of this event is not specified in the Tawarikh Firishtah, but the 
latter implies that it must have come to pass shortly before A. D. 1309. 

fl, The most notable object in the city of Jilor is the topkidnd or a 
shed for artillery, It was originally a mosque believed to have been built by 
Ala-ud-Din, and is said to liave been occupied asa topkhdnd when Jilor was 
taken possession of by the Rathods. In plan tlie moaq ie is not unlike that of 
the Adhdt-din-ka Jhompada at Ajmer. rhea it is a square of nearly 
185 feet each side rater the great, court-yard, All the cloisters except the 
western have three rows of villares and two rows of domes (Photo, No, 3261), 
Of the latter those at the four corters are larger and higher than the rest. In 
front of the western cloister, or mosque proper, ia a sereen wall of a Inter date 
ond left unfinished. There are three entrances, viz. the east, north, and south, 
That on the east is the main entrance. On the north entrance door is a Persian 
inseription in ¢wghra charactors (Insor. No, 2460), The whole of it haa not 
yet been read, but it mentions, | am told, the name of Muhammad Tughlok. As 
this inscription is on a side entrance, the mosque could not have been built by 
that Toghluk sovereigu and oust, therefore, be of an earlier date, ‘The un- 
finished facade, Mr. Cousens thinks, is of the type which was prevalent during 
the period of the Gujarat Sultans (Photos. Nos. 8258—60), and we have an 
inseription of one of them, pis., of Muzaffur IT (A, D, 1513—1526) on the fort, 
Probably this work of decorating the western cloister with a screen was started 
by him, The mosque except the screen wall is evidently built of materials 
furnished by demolishing Hindu and Jaina temples. Many inscriptions have 
been traced here, but the most important are as follows: (1) a Paramara 
inscription noted above and engraved on a stone which is turned topsy-turvy in 
the north cloister (Inser. No, 2462); (2) a Chaihomfina inscription engraved 
on two lintels, one above the other, near the sanana vallery (Inser, No, 2458), 
It is dated Saiinat 1299 Vaitikha sudi & guran, refers itself to the ren of 
Samarasimhs, son of Kirtipala, and speaks of the mandupa of a temple of 
Adinatha as having been caused to be made by a Srimila bania named Yaso- 
Vira ; (3) an insoription incised on a lintel in the upper storey above the central 
dome of the western cloister (Inser. No, 2461). It contains four diferent 
statements, but all pertaining to one and the same temple, viz, that of Pars. 


vanatha, The first speaks of it as Kuvara-vilara, and as having been built 


in V. S. 1221 by the Chaulukys sovereign Kamarapala, being enlightened 
by Sri-Memasiiri on the fort of Kamchanagiri belonging to Jabalipura (Jilor), 
The second part says that it was rebuilt in V. S, 1242 by the bhamddari 
Yadovira, in accordance with the orders of the maharija Somarasimbadeva 
of the Chahamana family. The third part states that on the 11th of the 
bright half of Jyeshtha in V.S, 1256, the work of consecrating the derana of 
Parsvanitha at also of hoisting a flag was done by Pirnadevacharyn, The 
fourth part says thet in V.S. 1268 on the day of the Lam s-Featival (dip. 
olsava), the ceremony of placing a golden cupola on the newly made hall for 
dramatic performances, was performed by Ramachaihdracharya ; (4) an inseription 
in the sanana gallery dated Sanivat 1320 rarshe Maqha audi I Some, 1t records 
the bonefaction of 100 drammas by biatfaraka Ravala Lakshmidhara, the head 


worshipper of the temple of KshirbbariyeSvara to Mahavira of the temple - 


called Charhdanavihara attached to the Nanaka gachehha ; (5) another inserip- 
tion in the zenana gallery dated Samvcat 1525 rarehe Margusirsha andi & Budhe, 
and reforring itself to the reign of the Chahamina king Chachizadeva (Insers. 
Nos, 2453-4), It specifies the contribution of 50 drammas to the dhandar 
of SiahAvira of tho Ghandanavihira by a Telia Osval called Narapati; and (6) 
ain inscription engraved on # pillar in the western cloister but near the south 
end (Inser, No, 2457), It gives the date Sameal 1353 carahe Vaiidkha oads 
& Some, and speaks of mahdrajakula Samantasithha as reigning at Suvarnagiri 
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and his son Kanhadadeva as subsisting on his lotus-like feet and bearing the 
burden ofadministration, It then records a gift of one Narapati to a temple 
of Pargévanitha, 

52, It will be seen from this account of the important inssriptions to be 
found in the fapkhana that the mosque was constructed from the materials of 
at least four different temples. Of these, one wus a Hindu temple called Sindhu- 
rajegvara. The remaining three were J oina, and were dedicated to the 
tirthamkaras Adinatha, Mahavira and Parévanatha, The temple of this last 
again was on Suvarnagiri or Kanchanagiri belonging to Jabalipura (Jalor), 
This shows that Suvarnagiri or Kanchanagiri, which both mean the same thing, 
was the name of the hill of the Jalor fort, With regard to the stones of Inscription 
No. 2, it is specially to be noted that their length was a little too long for the 
breadth of the coridor of the western cloister and the proper right portions 
thereof had, therefore, to be sawn off to make them of the proper 
length, The result of it is that the initial words of each line of the inscription 
are gone. 

63, In the centre of the city of Jalorisan old kecherié said to have bean 
built by Sonigara Viramadeva, son of Kanhadadeva, ‘There are two inscriptions 
in its gateways (Inscrs, Nos, 2463-4), One is in Persian characters, and 
belongs to the Mughal emperor Jahingir, and the other is in Marwari, which 
will be noticed furthér on, Just outside the kacheri there is an old step-well, 
said tohave built during the reign of Kanhadadeva, and is called Sdnd-nan 
because of the death of a gand” or female camel there, about which a long story 
is narrated, Out of the Sorkhana gateway there is a large tunk called Sundelay, 
which holds water throughout the year and supplies most of the town's demand, 
On the easternmost bank of it is a shrine of Chamunda mata, referred to above 
in the account of Ahor. In a shed attached to this shrine is a sculpture which 
is worshipped as Chosat.Jogini. It bears an inscription with the date Sakvat 
1175 Faisakha vadi 1 Sanaw. Tt further speaks of the niche (AAcftaka) of 
Savidhideva being furnished with a small door in a Jaina temple of Jabilipura, 
This is thus clearly a Jaina sculpture, and, curiously enough, is now worshipped 


54, The fort of Jalor is about 800 yards long and 400 yards wide, It 
crowns a rocky hill of an altitude of 1,200 feet above the surrounding plain and 
commands the town, which hu. the northern slope of the hill on which the 
fort stands out prominently, The fort has four portals, viz., the Sia) pol, 
Dhii pol, Chand pol, and Loh pal The objects of antiquarian interest on 
the fort are two Jaina temples and one mosque, Of the former one is a chau- 
mukh temple with two storyes (Photos, Nos. $204—6). The four tirthambaras 
installed in the first storey are Adinatha, SuparSva, Ajita, and Sreyamsa, as the 
inscription on them informs us, In the second Storey three only have insorip- 
tions which tell us that they are Suyidhi, Aranatha and Sambhava All these 
images wore set up in VS. 1683 by Jayamalla and his wives Sarfipade and 
Sohagade, 

55, Near the western door there is a life-size image of Kumthunatha 
placed in the corner. The insvription on it contains the date Sarmeat 1684 
varshe Magh andi 10 Some, and speaks of the image having been caused to be 
made by Samidaraka, an Osval of Medti and installed by Vijayadevasari. 


sé. The other Jaina temple has in the shrine colossal images of three 
tirthamkeras. On allof them are engraved long inscriptions, from which it 
appears that the central imaye is of Mahavira, aca those on his proper right 
and left are Chamdraprabha and Kurmthunatha. They were caused to be made 
by Jayomalaji, who was an Usavala of the Vriddhagakha ond of Muhanotra 
gotra, 4,¢é., »n Osval Munoyat, The inscriptions are dated Samat 1681 
carehe prathama Chaitra vadiS guaran, and refer themselves to the reign 
of Maharaja Si-Gajasimhaji of the Rathod family and Strasimgha lineage, 
As said in my account of Nadol, Gajasimha is Raja Gaj, king of Jodh- 
pur, aud son and successor of Kaja Str. J ayamalaji was a son of Sahi Jesa

* Sdyd, as ehown above, also a meant bell, 
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and his wife Jayavamta. He had two wives Saripade and Sohigade, From 
the first he had the sons Nainasi, Suridaradisa and Asakarana, and from the 
second, Jagamala, Of these Nainasi is the most celebrated, The most famous 
chrovicle of Marwar, which is looked npon as of the highest authority not only 
for Marwar but also for Mewar and other States of Rajputing, whe com 

by him, and is known as Mdla-Nensiji-ri khydt. Then we are told by the 
inscriptions that the images were set up for the spiritnal merit of his brother 
Jayaraja and his sons in the temple of Mahfyira called Kumaravibira, standing 
on the great fort of Suvarnayiri, The images were installed by Pandita Jaya- 
sigaragani in accordance with the orders of Vijayadevasiri. In the gidhaman- 
dapa are two side cells. In one is the figure of Dharmanatha caused to be 
made and installed by Jayamalaji in Samnaé 1683 varahe dahddha vadi 4 
guraw, The image in the other cell has also an inscription, which gives the 
sane date, but does not state whose image it 1s. | ‘ 


57. The only old portion of this temple new left is the outside walls of the 
shrine. They are certainly of the Solanki period, and could very well have been 
built in the time of Kumérapila as the inscriptions say (Photos, Nos, 3268-9), 
An inseription from the topkhand, as we have already seen, also speaks 
of a temple of Kumirapila. It may be this temple. It was then dedicated 
to Pargvanitha, as that inseription states. The temple appears to have been 
afterwards desecrated and sculptures carried off to build the mosque below. It 
then seems to have been rebuilt by Jayawalaji and to have been dedicated to 
Mahivira. 

58. Near this temple isa mosque (Photo, No, 3272), which contains a 
Persian inscription (Inscra, Nos, 2468-9), From it we learn that ib was 
built by Muznffar IT, a Gujarit Sultan. Other objects of interest on the fort 
are palaces of the Rathods, of no particular architectural merit, sh ea Mallik 
Shah, the rampart of the Dahiyis and the Viramdav-ki chowki, é Dahiyas 
are a Rajpat tribe, who were originally in peer of the Jalor fort, A 

rt of the present Jilor sanipes is still shown as that constructed by the 
Duhivas aes No, 3270). It was they, it is said, who betrayed the Soni- 
garas to Ala-ud-Din, and brought his forces up the hill by « pass unknown to 
the people before. Viramdev-hi chowhi ia nothing but a raised platform, where 


-Viramadeva, son of Kianhadladeva first intended to raise a chhatri. This was, 


however, not done. Here he used to come for airing, and this is no doubt the 
highest part of the hill, and commands the grandest view. On the south-east 
‘s the Echrana range extending from poe and Pangra, Behind it the 
Ranak-s had, atretching fron Dodiali tu Sirohi. Further, but on the south, 
is the Al 





bi range (Photo. No. 3270), On the west is the Kaniagiri which 
contnins the magnificent temple of Jalandharnatha ealled Siremandir and built 
by Maharaj Mansingh (Photo. No, 3278). On the north is the Chhappan 
pahad of Siwana. The meanderings of the Sukdi river are perhaps the most 
interesting (Photo. No. $271). 

59. Siwani is the principal town of the district of the’sama name and situat- 

| ed about 56 miles south-west of Jodhpur. According 

wrivkooe to local traditions, its founders were Paramairas, whose 

leader, Vira-Narayana, built a fortress bere, which is now in a fair state of pre- 

servation. Subsequently it was invaded by Ala-ud-Din, as we learn from the 

Tawarikh Firtehiah. At thot time Sataldev was reigning, After Ala-ud-Din’s | 
death it was captured by the Rathods. 

60. ‘The fort is not very high, and when a visitor first sees it, he wonders 
how tbe fort offered the most stubborn resistences to the various foes that 
besieged it, Butas he surveys it carefully, its merits are more and more 
brought home to his mind. The hill, on which the fort is situated, though 
not of any great height, is extremely precipitous, Besides, the whole fort, as 
one ascends it, is seen to be like a boat, as the people call it, the interior 
being of a lower level thar the brink. Ordinary canon balls thus pass clean 
over it without damaging the interior. The personag whose name is most 
closely associated with the fort is Rathod Kalla Raimalot, whose ae 
atill exists within its walls, A long narrative of his exploits is found in 
chronicles of the local Kanguvas. | 
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61. On one of the city gateways is engraved an inscription, which, though 
modern, is not uninteresting. The same inseription is incised ona gateway 
near the local kacheri of Jilor, as mentioned above, It gives notice to the 
es concerned that under a resolution passed inthe month of Kartika in 

/, 5. 1896 (A, D, 1840) in the presence of Mah&rajsiheb (Mansin hji) and 
the Agent to the Govervor-Geueral of Rajputana, no Rajpat shall commit 
infanticide and at the time of marriage no payments shall be made to or received 
by the Bhats and Dholis beyond those fixed therein. Ifwe read Tod’s Apnala 
and Antiquities of Rajasthan, especially that part of it where he describes the 
Hajpit customs, we shall see that infanticide was the only custom to which 
he took exception and regarding which he rated the Rajpiits severely and even 
called them inhuman, Nearly one whole chapter is davotal to the means of 
suppreasing this evil practice, and he has quite correctly sugested that until 
tueans were devised to impose some sort of check upon the prepesterous demands _ 
vf the Bhits and Dholis, no measures could be of any avail. And it was this 
agitation first started by Tod that bore fruit in the form of the resolution just 
referred to, which effectively gagged the mouths of thy professional panewyriata 
and laid the axe, as it were, to the very root of female infanticide,
